The test had been scheduled 
for next month at the Eniwetok 
proving grounds in the Pacific. 
A “clean” bomb is one in which 
dangerous radioactive fallout 
is. supposed to be reduced to 
a minimum. 

The State Department an- 
nouncement said delays in the 
current testing series caused 
by poor weather were to blame 
for the cancellation.

Many Nations Uneasy. 


State Department spokesman 
Lincoln White, who announced 
the cancellation, insisted there 
was “no political significance” 
in the move. However, the con- 
tinuing United States tests | 
have roused protests from Al- | 
lied as well as Communist | 
sources. 

The rate of radioactive fall- 
out generated by nuclear ex- 
plosions and the effects on 
generations to come has stirred 
fears among many nations. Ja- 
pan, where the first A-bombs 
fell in World War II, has been 
particularly sensitive. Japanese 
fishing boats in the Pacific 
have been dusted with fallout 
on several occasions and the 
case of one of them—the Lucky 
Dragon—set off a wave of anti- 
American feeling several years 
ago. 

Scientific experts from the 
United States, Russia and oth- 
er nations have been meeting 
in Geneva trying to work out 
technical méthods of detecting 
nuclear explosions if a test bar 
is adopted. The United States 
has stressed, however, that any 
agreement reached does not 
conan any nation to a test 

alt. 


Another Blast Fired. 


(The fourteenth announced | 
blast in the current United 
States nuclear test series at 
Eniwetok was fired today at 
3:30 p.m., St. Louis time.

CHICAGO, July 26 (AP)— 
The grain futures market slid 
back into its normal trading 
grove this week after wiping 
out the sharp gains following 
the Middle East flareup. The 
decline continued all week ex- 
cept for a brief respite on 
Wednesday when wheat and 
soybeans had slight temporary 
support and racked up small 
gains. At the close Friday, the 
losses had reached about the 
same downward range as last 
week's climb after the landing 
of United States Marines in 
Lebanon, The trade had de- 
cided early in the week that 
the international tension had 
ceased to be a bullish influence 
but the price descent was in 
slower stages than the ascent. 

One reason for the slower 
reaction appeared to be that 
coincident with the flareup 
producers decided, too, that 
with troops going into trouble 
spots it was not time to sell. 

In this situation, many 
dealers were caught in a time 
squeeze with trading in the 
July contract expiring on Tues- 
day. That meant they had to 
cover large committments for 
delivery or be prepared to 
deliver the actual grain.

Macmillan’s Letter. 

The text of Macmillan’s latest 
letter to Khrushchev follows: | 

“Thank you for your message | 
of July 23. 

“I am sorry that in spite of | 
your statement that you do not | 
want to enter into polemics 
you should still have felt it | 
necessary to repeat accusations 
of Western aggression which 
have no foundation. 

“Nevertheless I have - noted 
with satisfaction the main 
point of your letter which is 
that you have accepted my 
view that certain Middle East 
problems should be discussed 
at a Security Council meeting 
in New York under the provi- 
sions of Article 28 of the 
United Nations Charter which 
permits heads of government 
to be present. I repeat that I 
would certainly be ready to go 
to New York for such a meet- 
ing if you would also go. 

“I suggest that the neces- 
Sary arrangements should be 
made through the permanent 
representatives of the mem- 
bers of the Security Council 
and that they should be re- 
quested to reach agreement 
about the date of the Council's 
first meeting under Article 28 
and to decide what other states 
should be invited to be repre- 
sented.

HEN and if Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushehev takes part in a 
summit meeting on the Middle East crisis, the modern historical clash 
between the West and East, between democracy and dictatorship, 


will continue where it left off after the heads of government conferences 
in Geneva, Potsdam, Yalta and Tehran. 


The sessions would dramatize the tre- 
mendous increase in the power and 
prestige of the Kremlin since World War 
II days when Soviet Marshal Stalin was 
pleading with President Roosevelt and 
British Prime Minister Churchill to open 
a second front in Europe. 

The statement by French Premier 
Charles de Gaulle tonight, urging a sum- 
mit meeting in Europe, clouded some- 
what the plan proposed by the United 
States for the heads of state to meet 
under the auspices of the United Nations 
Security Council, presumably in New 
York. 
Macmillan, however, in his note to 
Khrushchev tonight, backed the U.N. 
framework for the conference. The Soviet 
Premier, for his part, seems eager to 
reach the summit one way or another. 

Khrushchev, as the recognized leader 
of world Communism as well as the un- 
challenged ruler of Russia and its satel- 
lites, can speak with morc authority than 
Stalin, whose methods and ambitions he 
is seeking to surpass.

RISES in this crisis-ridden era have 
(: way of coming so fast, one on top 

of the other, that the consequences of 
the last disaster are obscured by the ex- 
plosion that follows. 

At the end of May the world waited 
to see whether anarchy and civil war 
would overwhelm the thin line of author- 
ity in France. It was touch-and-go in 
the last frantic days, until finally Gen- 
eral Charles de Gaulle came to power and 
the rebels in Algiers welcomed him as a 
leader who would resolve France's trou- 
bles and put an end to the futility of the 
party system. 


De Gaulle was a last resort and most 
Frenchmen as well as most friends of 
France in the West wanted to believe 
that he would save democracy, reform 
the economy and restore confidence at 
home and abroad. That was a large 
order and certainly no one expected 
that the General, for all his great pres- 
tige and sense of mission, could achieve 
it in six weeks. He had scarcely made 
a start when the crisis in the Mideast, 
which teuches France in so many ways, 
presented his Government with new 
difficulties and the need for new de- 
cisions. 


While the war in Algeria against the 
Moslems still goes on and new French 
troops have just been moved in, the effort 
of the French to win Moslem support is 
meeting with limited success. That effort 
is based on the appeal of “integration” 
and the promise that the Arab population 
will have the same rights and privileges, 
including the same elaborate social serv- 
ice, as the citizens of France. 


The author of that appeal, Jacques 
Soustelle, who was also one of the 
principal engineers of the revolution of 
May 13 in Algiers, is rapidly becoming 
one of the principal powers in the De 
Gaulle Government. "Quite sober 
Frenchmen who follow public affairs 
believe he will be the next Premier of 
France, and it is this that, despite the 
successes achieved thus far, must give 
cause for grave concern about the direc- 
tion of the De Gaulle experiment. 


An ardent Gaulleist during and just 
after the war, Soustelle later formed 
his own Republican Socialist party. When 
Pierre Mendes France was Premier he 
made Soustelle Resident Minister in Al- 
giers, thinking that as a liberal consider- 
ably to the left of center he would work 
out a reasonable solution to bring the war.

revenue. The suggestions included increas- 
ing the sales tax from 2 to 3 per cent, a 1-cent 
increase in the 2-cents-a-gallon gasoline tax, 
doubling the 2-cent cigarette tax, a use tax 
on utility service, a tax on barge and airline 
‘equipment, and doubling the franchise tax. 

These proposals would produce at least 
$75,000,000 more revenue a year. Gov. Blair 
has spoken of a budget larger by 100 millions 
than the current rate of spending. 

Undoubtedly Missouri is going to need more 
revenue to maintain and improve its state 
services. But higher taxes are not a popular 
subject anywhere, and the Governor and Leg- 
islature are going to have to make a sound, 
justifiable argument for them. Certainly of- 
ficials are going to have to show Missouri 
that its present taxes are being collected in 
full before they ask for new levies. 

That is where withholding enters the pic- 
ture. Revenue Director Milton Carpenter has 
indicated that Missouri might gain $7,000,000 
in new annual revenue by withholding state 
income taxes. Yet the Governor and others 
talking of higher taxes are not talking, or 
not talking very much, about withholding. 

Today in the Mirror of Public Opinion we 
print reports on withholding from Delaware, 
Kentucky and Indiana. They agree with the 
previous reports printed on June 15 from 
Idaho, Maryland, Colorado, Vermont and Mon- 
tana, among the 11 states which have followed 
the Federal Government’s tax collection prac- 
tice. All report that withholding increases 
revenue, reduces evasion, simplifies tax col- 
lection and makes payment easier. 

Indiana adopted withholding last year, and 
its figures are not complete. Nevertheless, 
Indiana has found that taxes are being with- 
held: from 250,000 more persons than had 
been reported on its tax rolls. The assump- 
tion is that withholding enabled Indiana to 
catch up with thousands of persons who had 
ignored its income tax law. 

Delaware, Kentucky and Indiana also agree 
with the previously reporting states that em- 
ployers do not object to the withholding sys- 
tem, once it has been put into practice and 
tested. Here in Missouri, the State Chamber 
of Commerce has protested that withholding 
places a burden on employers and makes tax 
increases “more painless.” 

The experience of the withholding states 
proves the opposite. Employers have not pro- 
tested that the accounting cost of withholding 
is excessively burdensome, and business men 
generally realize that withholding is cheaper 
for them than a tax increase. 

This is precisely the reaction that Missouri 
officials may expect from Missouri taxpayers. 
Withholding is preferable to a tax increase. 
And if taxes must be increased, withholding 
should help to reduce the extent of the in- 
crease. Gov. Blair and the Legislature will 
be in a stronger position to seek higher taxes 
if they first assure Missourians of withholding.

For this month, 
as The Manchester Guardian reminds us, 
brings us the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of Emmeline Pankhurst. 

Precious few Missouri women who go to 
the polls at the Aug. 5 primary would be 
able to identify Mrs. Pankhurst on a TV quiz 
program. Yet this prophetic, indefatigable 
woman, though a native of Manchester, Eng- 
land, had a lot to do with getting votes for 
women on this side of the Atlantic. Making 
woman suffrage her cause in life, she led 
parades and demonstrations and carried peti- 
tions to Prime Ministers. To break the male 
conspiracy in politics she took to breaking 
windows and otherwise breaching the peace, 
for which she came to know the inside of 
London jails only too well. Once she was 
sentenced to Old Bailey for three years. 

But when World War I came, she stanchly 
supported recruiting and was a leading speak- 
er for enlistments in the United States as well 
as in England. First a Liberal, then a Labor- 
ite, she was a Conservative candidate for 
Commons at the time of her death 30 years 
ago. She changed parties to be consistent. 
The sparks she struck in England caught fire 
over here and American women owe her a 
nosegay of remembrance, 


Finletter Seeks the Senate 


An able and thoughtful citizen enters the 
elective political area with the announcement 
of Thomas K. Finletter that he will seek the 
Democratic nomination for United States Sen- 
ator from New York. Mr. Finletter, a former 
Secretary of the Air Force, is a leader among 
those who believe that fresh winds must blow 
out the stale air in foreign policy. 

As a high-ranking official in the former 
Truman Administration, he believes in a de- 
fense force so powerful that no possible at- 
tacking enemy could accept a counterblow 
from the United States. But he also believes 
that Washington has worked too tentatively 
at disarmament. He writes in his recent book, 
“Foreign Policy: The Next Phase”: 

If we really do believe that we must get 
rid of war and if we decide that we are going 
to put our backs into getting rid of it, we 
will then be forced into creating the institu- 
tions which will mark the beginning of a re- 
gime of world law. 

Mr. Finletter has come to grips with the 
problem of Red China. He believes that the 
Mao Tse-tung regime, should be recognized 
by the United States as part of an arrange- 
ment between the United States and the gov- 
ernments of Asia. This would include a fair 
international disposition of the Formosa puz- 
zie. with a demonstration before the world 
that the United pret ft ah omen 
supporting dependen ne 

These views ought to recommend Mr.

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San a from 18,000 to 23,000 such 
sc ps for those specializing in the sci- 
ences and languages. It would also provide

The Senate’s Education and Labor Commit- 
tee has put together a similar bill, calling for 
20,000 scholarships. It seems unlikely that 
Congress will heed the President’s request 
of July 8 to create no more than 10,000 schol- 
arships he originally recommended. 

The question, of course, is whether the 
House and the Senate will enact their respec- 
tive bills before adjournment. Minority Leader 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. has said that he be- 
lieves the House measure will pass by a sub- 
stantial majority, but the Democratic leader, 
John W. McCormack, has not put it on his 
“must” list. 

In view of the nation-wide disturbance 
about shortcomings of our schools, it is amaz- 
ing there should be any doubt at all. But it 


. may be that sputniks are not as potent as poli- 


tics. While the Democrats introduced a 
school construction aid bill based on the 
President’s recommendations of a year ago, 
the Administration has refrained from re- 
newing its support. Budgetary considera- 
tions—and the propoganda of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce even though 
this was refuted by Marion B. Folsom as Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and Welfare— 
seem to have blocked this basic help to the 
elementary and high schools. 

As Senator William Fulbright of Arkansas, 
a former university president, said, there is 
little point in scholarships if students are not 
prepared to make good use of them. 

A scholarship bill represents only a re- 
sponse to the sputnik scare, to the fear that 
the Russians are getting ahead of us in the 
sciences and thus endangering our security. 
It does not represent a response to an objec- 
tive analysis of the needs of the American 
school system. Those needs are, first of all, 
physical: the United States needs more class- 
rooms to house its growing school population. 
More teachers are needed, too, and better 
teachers in all fields. 

So federal scholarships can be regarded as 
only a first step toward the solution of the 
nation’s educational problem. But a begin- 
ning is not to be disdained. 


Unintended Praise 


Representative Francis E. Walter of Penn- 
sylvania, co-author of the Immigration Act 
and one-man border patrol, accuses Miss 
Frances G. Knight of “going out of her way” 
to heed the Supreme Court order that pass- 
ports cannot be denied because of an appli- 
cant’s beliefs or associations. Mr. Walter 
says the Passport Office chief did not wait 
25 days until the court ruling became official. 
Actually, the waiting period is intended to 
permit a rehearing, and none was planned. 
So the ruling stood. Congressman Walter has, 
in effect, accused Miss Knight of obeying the 
law too promptly. She may take that as a 
compliment. 


Having It Both Ways 


Other days, other ways of talking. Senator 
Knowland of California now is deeply wor- 
ried that Premier Khrushchev, when he 
comes to New York, will be allowed to get 
away with some maneuver that “can in ef- 
fect unilaterally change the procedures of the 
U.N. by fiat of its (Russia’s) own.” This, says 
the Republican Leader in the Senate, would 
undermine and ultimately jeopardize the fu- 
ture existence of the organization. 

Senator Knowland has not always been so 
solicitous about the U.N.’s welfare. Neither 
has he always been so opposed to action by 
one nation alone. Four years ago this month, 
he was much worked up over the possibility 
that Communist China might be admitted to 
the U.N. The very thought upset him. He 
spoke in the Senate against any such course. 
He delivered his views to Secretary Dulles. 
He carried them to President Eisenhower. He 
said flatly if Red China got in the U.N., the 
United States should immediately get out. He 
pledged himself, if necessary, to leave his 
post as Republican leader and work for a 
resolution demanding that Red China be 
barred. He said: 

If need be there will be a solemn referen- 
dum in the co nal elections of 1954 
and in the presidential election of 1956. Each 
candidate should be asked to give a forth- 
right answer as to where he stands. 

The public image of Senator Knowland is 
that of a steadfast man, unswerving in princi- 
ple. On the question of unilateral action by a 
member of the U.N., the record shows him 
gracing both sides.

Pay-As-You-Go Tax Collection Increases Revenue; Few Employers Complain 


Kentucky 


We have received almost no com- 
plaints from employers in our four 
years of withholding experience. A 
publie relations program was started 
almost a year before the 1954 Legis- 
lature met, to acquaint the people 
with the idea of withholding.

Perhaps another reason why pay- 
as-you-go was received so well was 
the inherent soundness of the pur- 
poses. It got more money. It min- 
imized tax delinquency. It smoothed 
the flow of funds into the treasury. 
It was convenient for wage earners. 
It was simple and easy for em- 
ployers. 

The problem of “over or under” 
withholding was a big one. We de- 
cided that over-withholding was pre- 
ferable because (1) the treasury is 
protected; (2) taxpayers prefer to re- 
ceive a refund rather than pay an 
additional tax, and (3) it is easier to 
refund than to prepare a tax bill 
and follow through on collecting. It 
may interest you to know that with 
an April 15 filing date, all refunds

Employers 
fell in line when the state decided to 
pass a law making it mandatory for 
employers to make deductions from 
wages and salaries. 

I have heard no complaint as to 
employers finding the system a bur- 
den or expense but I realize it does 
take time to make these deductions, 
complete returns and submit reports 
to the federal and state tax offices. 

The state does not make any com- 
pensatory payment to the employers 
and it does not intend to do so.

Indiana 


When the withholding law was 
passed in the 1957 Indiana Legis- 
lature, there was a great deal of 
opposition by employers. However, 
we had increased our gross income 
tax rate in the state and we felt that 
before we increased the taxes on 
those already paying, we should be 
sure we were collecting from those 
who were not paying. 


In my contact with employers and 
accountants after six months’ opera- 
tion of the new law, I find very 
little opposition to it. There are 
still a few employers who feel they 
should have been compensated for 
the extra work (of collection) in- 
volved; however, most of them feel 
that the advantage through the gen- 
eral collection of taxes will in the 
long run pay them for their small 
amount of time and trouble. 


It is interesting to note that under 
withholding, there are 250,000 more 
ple whose taxes are being with- 
eld than there were reported tax- 
payers within the state. We can 
only assume that there is in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 taxpayers 
who have been evading the income 
tax law. 


Our figures cannot prove this 
point at this time. It is purely an 
assumption as is, also, our estimate 
of an increase in tax collections of 
some $10,000,000 a year.

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Reading and Writing

THE CHARACTER of the United 
States and its people is, quite naturally, 
a subject of continuing interest to 
Americans. In recent years almost the 
same interest has been shown by peo- 
ples of other nations. Judging from 
many articles and references in the 
foreign press and from interviews 
granted freely by visitors, the Ameri- 
can society is as provocative, in its own 
way, as Miss Marilyn Monroe. 


Richard Chase, author of “The Demo- 
eratic Vista,” doesn’t need a provocative 
theme in order to produce a verbally 
adroit and closely reasoned discourse. 
With his command of the language he 
could ring the changes on the sack 
dress, the picture window, the de luxe 
motel or any other topic of common 
or esoteric significance. What com- 
mands attention in “The Democratic 
Vista” however, is not only the free and 
even brilliant articulation of his treat- 
ment but its substance as well. Mr. 
Chase, a professor of English at Colum- 
bia University, is an authority in the 
field of American literature, and his 
book is a penetrating examination of 
the body and spirit of American writ- 
ing. At the same time it is intellectual 
entertainment of the first order. 


IN MY BELIEF no higher tribute 
could be paid to a book. It would not 
be justified if the writing, I must add, 
were not pervaded by enthusiasm and 
humor, 


“The Democratic Vista” is a dialogue 
among several friends who meet at the 
tag-end of a summer holjday on a beach 
in Massachusetts. The main conversa- 
tion takes place between Ralph, the 
author's alter-ego, and George, a young- 
er man who is thinking about leaving 
the cold groves of learning for a public 
relations job. Rinaldo, a transplanted 
European, enters the causerie from 
time to time as do the women and chil- 
dren of the family. 


Mr, Chase’s chief proposition is that 
American literature, both recent and 
more remote, is at its begt when it 
contains a conflict within itself and 
within the minds of its authors. Taking 
Walt Whitman as an example, Ralph 
denies that the “good grey poet” was

AMERICAN MIDDLE EAST 
policy in its broadest aspects consti- 
tutes a basic and now a critical problem 
in our foreign relations. Although John 
C. Campbell's study, on behalf of the 
Council on Foreign Relations, bears a 
title which suggests a concentration on 
military problems, his real concern is 
with national strategy. This is basically 
a political factor and the author assigns 
a major role therein to diplomacy. 

Campbell points up the probability 
that a direct military encounter be- 
tween the United States and the Soviets 
in the Middle East would quickly 
evolve into a general war and that un- 
der such circumstances the Middle East 
itself would cease to be a primary 
theater of operations. Hence basic mili- 
tary policy for that area must be sub- 
ordinate to the policy of global deter- 
rence. This broad viewpoint leads, 
however, to the author's inadequate 
treatment of the problem of local and 
limited war in the Middle East. 

Nevertheless, within his framework 
Campbell argues that the great burden 
of our national effort must fall upon 
diplomacy for “the United States can 
successfully defend the Middle East 
against Soviet imperialism only if it 
ean find a basis of common interést 
and common understanding with the 
peoples of the Middle East.” 


SOVIET PURPOSES in _ that 
area, while relatively clear, are not sub- 
ject to any timetable. Rather, the 
U.S.S.R. is trying directly to push and 
negotiate the West out of its positions 
while indirectly, through overtures to 
the Arabs, putting pressure on the West 
without precipitating matters to the 
point where, general war would result. 

Such a challenge involves a long term 
view of the situation and can be met 
by the United States through overall 
firmness with the Soviets, by maintain- 
ing solidarity with our allies in coming 
to terms with the new internal politics 
of the region, and by the imaginative 
proposal of solutions to basic problems 
accompanied by a willingness to back 
up such solutions with appropriate po-

RALPH PROFESSES TO FIND

from the 1950s—seeks a reconciliation 
of these two drives which would lead 
to a complete preponderance of middle- 
brow writing. 

Ralph detects the same trend in the 
general life of the people. At the mo- 
ment, he says, Americans have lost 
their enthusiasm for experimentation 
both in social movements and in politics.

litical, economic and other means. But 
this must be done, Campbell warns, in 
terms of mutual consent not force. 

In the course of his analysis Camp- 
bell touches upon all the principal 
facets of the Middle East problem and 
proposes various avenues of approach 
which he does not regard as absolute 
solutions for all the difficulties. He 
continually stresses that each country 
must be dealt with separately. 

For instance, with regard to Western 
military bases he argues that our over- 
all strategic policies should not depend 
upon the retention or establishment of 
bases in any specific country. If the 
price, in terms of internal stability and 
psychological climate, were to be too 
high we should be prepared to establish 
ourselves elsewhere. 

Regarding the Arab-Israeli dichotomy 
he maintains that American policy 
should make it clear that under no cir- 
cumstances will Soivet troops be al- 
lowed in the Middle East without in- 
ducing general war. Thug the Arabs 
should come to realize that they can not 
count upon Soviet re-enforcements in 
the event of another war with Israel, 
that Israel is in the region to stay, and 
that the United States will not permit 


HERE CAMPBELL IS on some- 
what tenuous grounds. He believes that 
under such circumstances the Arabs will 
be content with a solution largely at the

In connection with this argument Ralph 
offers his definitions of a “highbrow” 
a “lowbrow” and a “middlebrow.” A 
“highbrow” is a man of “disinterested 
intelligence who makes strong demands 
on our powers of attention, reason, sen- 
sibility and seriousness.” A “lowbrow’s 
sense of things has been formed by the 
give and take of life” and his ideas 
have come to him from folkways and 
folk prejudice. A “middlebrow,” one 
gathers, is neither fit for Heaven nor 
Hell in that he resists the hazards of 
both the upper and lower categories. 


RALPH MAKES IT clear that such 
definitions are used largely in an ar- 
tistic and literary sense. Yet the mid- 
die layer in any grouping would have 
in common the over-riding sense of 
caution. This is what Ralph fears since 
it- would mean, in the long run, the 
depletion of that exuberance which has 
characterized both American letters 
and American politics. .He hopes that 
the present tendency will not last. He 
further hopes that American politics 
will resume its drive toward the “radi- 
cal truths” set forth in the Declaration 
of Independence and the Constitution; 
and that American writers will forget 
all about the reconciliation of opposites 
and learn to live with them. 


George agrees with many of Ralph's 
observations but is inclined to believe 
that “the middle way” will not bring us 
to a plateau of mediocrity. The “wis- 
dom of the ordinary,” he thinks, can 
have its own dynamics and its own spe- 
cial kind of efflorescence. 


ONE MUST SAY, at this point, that 
many of Ralph's premises are opinions 
rather than generally accepted fact; 
and so far as the general life is con- 
cerned his impressions of an envelop- 
ing “middle way” is just an impression. 
It could hardly be more. No body of 
facts, however extensive, could prove 
such an opinion. But there are many 
who would second this belief although 
only a few could argue it with such 
volatility and such a wealth of reference. 

However one takes it “The Democratic 
Vista” offers a true feast of reason. 
This would justify its publication even 
if it were far less pertinent than it 
is to the issues of our times.

and Western Galilee under the United 
Nations. However, such a _ solution 
would also be dependent upon Arab 
willingness to solve such other problems 
as that of the future of the refugees. 

Whether or not one accepts all of 
Campbell's avenues of approach to these 
matters and to others (such as his in- 
sistence on lessening Western depend- 
ence upon present oil transportation ar- 
rangements and his minimizing the 
value of military pacts and political 
alljances with Middle East countries), 
one must admit that the author has 
produced a sober assessment of the 
grand problems of national strategy 
facing the United States in the Middle 
East. 


Consequently, his book is wortlf care- 
ful reading by professional diplomats 


and informed citizens, not merely for, 


his solutions but also for his dissection 
of all the facts of the Middle East 
defense problem.

more dramatic and exciting than fiction. Will Henry has 
taken the true story of the Vigilantes of Montana, particularly 
thet phase ef it concernirg the life of the notorious outlaw 
Henry Plummer, coated it with a thin veneer of fiction, 
that enhances rather than detracts from the story, and 
presents it for the edification and entertainment of the 
average reader. 

The great gold discovery in Montana was made in Alder 
Gulch in May, 1863. Drawn to the new El Dorado, in addition 
to honest prospectors, were fugitives from the older camps, 
among them, Henry Plummer, who became sheriff at Ban- 
nack. With him as ehief, a gang .of highwaymen began 
operations in 1863 along the wild ninety mile stretch between 
Alder Guich and Bannack. Corresponding in cipher, . they 
marked men and coaches for plunder, used stage stops as 
hangouts, and killed at least 102 persons. 

A group of determined men decided to act, among them 

William McCandles, a former newspaper man, whose intense 
hatred for Plummer was unbounded. Arresting one George 
Ives, after a particularly brutal murder, they convicted and 
hanged him. This was the begirining of the Vigilantes of 
Montana. Working swiftly and in secret, they rounded up 
the gang, one by one, and on January 4, 1863, they hanged 
Plummer and his chief deputies. From then on, organized 
robbery and murder on the road ceased. 
TO DRESS UP HIS STORY, Mr. Henry has created 
a beautiful heroine for whose love McCandles and Plummer 
wage a fierce battle which extends across the Montana 
wilderness. This, of course, is the fictionalized part of it. 
Despite this, Mr. Henry has adhered closely to the historical 
facts of Plummer’s crimes and the final reckoning which 
brought his career to an end. 

Mr. Henry is one of the better writers of Western his- 
torical fiction today. He uses his own method of steering 
fiction through the dangerous course of history that is often 
beclouded by the contradictory accounts of the period of 
which he is writing. 


A Southern Domestic 
Poignant Story of a Negro Woman 


WILLIE MAE, by Elizabeth Larisey Kytle. (Alfred A. Knopf.,

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to read a book such as Elizabeth 
Larisey Kytle’s “Willie Mae” without a feeling of mixed emo- 
tions. Whereas the poignant story of the Negro domestic 
worker of Atlanta, Ga., is told in a delightful and entertain- 
ing style, the social and political implications which control 
the way of life of all the Willie Maes should not be ignored, 
even though these are not the main themes of the book. 

Mrs. Kytle, a native of Charleston, S.C., who resides in Co- 
lumbus, O., has written a first-person biography of Willie 
Mae Workman—called Willie Mae Cartwright in this volume. 
Mrs. Workman was employed by Mrs. Kytle when the latter 
and her husband, Calvin, lived in Georgia. 

In the author’s notes, Mrs. Kytle said: “For a time I was 
rather frequently in the company of Willie Mae’s prototype. 
She gave me a little knowledge—not to be confused with 
facts, which isolated or dimly understood, can be sadly mis- 
leading. It is my hope that Willie Mae Cartwright, on the 
printed page, can do the same for some others.” 

The author has made the personality of her central char- 
acter strong and vivid. She has recounted the Negro serv- 
ant’s life from her childhood in Gruber’s Grove, Ga., to more 
recent days in Atlanta. Chief among the highlights of Willie 
Mae’s life was her meeting with the late President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt—about two months before he died. 


IN TELLING Willie Mae's story, Mrs. Kytle has accom- 
plished at least two things. She has interpreted some of the 
drives and ambitions of a segment of the Negro population 
in the South, and she has shown that there is no consensus 
among white people about racial injustice in the South. 

The author has written a compassionate volume of Willie 
Mae’s experiences and personal life, but her climax lacks the 
impact it could have had. Willie Mae’s decision to stay in the 
South, despite the inequities suffered by Negroes, could have 
been more forceful than: “They say one swallow don’t make 
a drunk, and I reckon even two Talmadges don’t make a 
Georgia. This here Georgia's my home place too, and I ain't 
going to run out of it like a tuck-tail dog.”

His story is of a half- 
trained unit of Army draftees who are thrown into the Battle 
of the Bulge without warning and react as you and I and the 
people around us would reaot. 


Atwell’s people, officers and men alike, always are in a 
state of bewilderment. They never quite know what is going 
on. They are isolated in their own little island of the war, 
completely fouled up, forever exhausted and never accli- 
mated to the sound of shot and shell. In fact they don’t 
know they have been in such a thing as the Battle of the 
Bulge until weeks after the fighting is over. 


No one is cast in the heroic mold. There are many quiet 
and simple men, men who are desperately afraid, who carry 
out assignments that seem impossible in a world that is fall- 
ing apart. They are the heroes. The othefs, and there are 
many of them, too—are the looters, the malingerers, the 
cowards and the profaners. 


ATWELL’S ARMY is as unmilitary as it is possi®le for 
an army to look. The men wear fancy scarves at their throats 
and stuff straw in their overshoes, They are unimpressed by 
news of great events. President Roosevelt’s death causes 
only a ripple of talk; word of Hitler’s suicide brings a few 
small jokes. The end of the war is greeted impassively. 
Earlier, when the men are lined up ready to board the 
Queen Elizabeth for Europe, somebody says: “I guess they got 
us this time.” Others speak profanely, several directing 
their remarks toward Red Cross girls serving coffee. . 

The author’s description of American infantrymen advanc- 
ing through the streets of Coblenz, fighting from block to 
block and dodging the shells, is not quite as an outsider 
would picture it. 


“ .. There was, over all, the chaotic air of a drunken, 
end-of-the-world carnival. Infantrymen who had been down 
in the cellars ran crookedly past, firing anywhere, and shrill 
overexcited young German girls, impatient of rape, ran after 
them through barrages, ducking into almost flat doorways 
as tiles fell from the roofs in crashing showers...” 


HIS PEOPLE will stay with you a long time. Those he 
served with include poor Dave Rossofsky, the clumsy, who 
loses a vital piece of equipment every time he takes his 
BAR apart; Corpsman Schaeffer, the absent-minded ex- 
teacher who becomes a bird watcher, and Capt. Stettner’s 
aid, Preacher, who hides throughout the war in a shell of 
his own making because he is “bothered by the foul language, 
the cruel streak, the dishonesty in many of the men, and it 
appalled him to discover that America was made up in part 
of such.” 


The real waste of war is summed up in one powerful para- 
graph by Atwell as he describes the death of a young soldier 
in one of the temporary first aid stations. 

“A shock ran through me. In that short time, I thought. 
A life had gone out of earthly existence forever, and might 
now have been judged for eternity, a life that had been 
aimed like a guided missile at this moment, through child- 
hood and school days, through the first pair of roller skates, 
the first two-wheel bike, through Christmases at home, 
through high school and baseball and first dates, to meet 
death here, frightened and bewildered, among strangers in a 
dark barn, on New Year’s Eve in Belgium.”

Study of Concrete in Architecture Among New Releases

THE PLAIN, HONEST char 


acter of things made by people for 
their own use has provided a fertile 
source of ideas for more sophisti- 
cated designers. It is only in late years 
that the freshness and simplicity of 
household objects made in early Ameri- 
ean homes have been fully appreciated. 
More recently, the same sort of dis- 
covery has been taking place in other 
countries, particularly Sweden and 
Japan. 

“The Folk Arts of Japan,” by Hugo 
Munsterberg, is the first book in Eng- 
lish to offer a comprehensive view of 
that country’s spontaneously functional 
everyday objects. The book itself re- 
flects this sort of design. It was pub- 
lished in Japan by the Charles E. Tuttle 
Co., which specializes in studies of Jap- 
anese art. Its jacket is block-printed 
on rough paper, and its binding is half- 
linen with a two-color print. 

Japanese folk arts took on the spirited 
quality that we know today during the 
same Edo period that was represented 
in the recent show at the City Art 
Museum. This time of more than 200 
years of peace and middle class pros- 
perity, prior to the mid-nineteenth 
century, gave farmers and small town 
folk the means to cultivate a craft 
art of their own. From the simplest 
materials—bamboo, willow, clay, paper, 
straw, field stone, cotton and linen 
fabric, wood, papier mache, wrought 
iron and other things available at hand 
—they fashioned objects that far tran- 
scended their humble origins. 


These were not primitive art, says 
Munsterberg, but existed within the 
framework of a higher culture as a 
part of community life. The high level 
of taste they reflect grew out of the 
tea-ceremony, with its insistence that 
the appreciation of a beautiful thing 
was complete only when the object was 
put into actual use. Much of the fresh- 
ness of what we call “modern” in 
Western design, from ceramic ware to 
the concept of the inner spaciousness of 
our contemporary houses, springs from

is treated in “English Glass for the Col-

The American reader, as usually 
happens when he comes into contact 
with something that is near and dear 
to his British cousins, is immediately 
intrigued by names they give to things 
over there. 

The rummer is not for drinking rum, 
but Rhenish wine, and its name comes 
from the German “roemer.” The sturdy 
toddy rummer is the container used in 
the ritual of mixing the drink made 
of hot grog, sugar, lemon juice and 
nutmeg; the toddy lifter is a flint glass 
instrument with a tubular neck term- 
inating in a bulboug container with a 
hole in its flat base. This is held by 
the slender neck, its lower part plunged 
into the hot toddy which enters through 
the lower hole. The thumb placed over 
the upper hole creates a vacuum/that 
holds the toddy in this glass while it is 
conveyed to a smaller glass for serving. 
Then there ate the dram, the sham- 
dram, and the fly-catcher, and there are 
the terms for the members of the 
glass-blowing team itself—the gaffer, 
the servitor, the foot-maker and the 
taker-in. The team is called the “chair.” 

The book is mainly for collectors,

The Neo-Pharisee in Modern Life 


The Character Who Boasts of His Sins, Not His Virtues

EVERY STUDENT KNOWS 
that Descartes based his system of 
philosophy on the premise: “I think; 
therefore I am.” Marya Mannes says 
that there is a current philosophy which 
could be summed up as “I stink; there- 
fore I am.” 

It is the complacency which accom- 
panies the stench which I find intoler- 
able, the loose thinking, and the coun- 
terfeiting of words. In this current 
philosophy, which one encounters in 
surprising places, the ancient roles of 
the Pharisee and the publican are ex- 
actly reversed. The traditional Pharisee 
of the parable was unlovely, not be- 
cause he kept the law and the com- 
mandments, but because he was self- 
righteous. The publican, or sinner, was 
justified by his humility; he was quite 
clear about one point; there was a 
standard which he had violated. He did 
not romanticize his wrong-doing. 

People who prefer not to think have 
concluded that the real trouble with 
the Pharisee was the fact that he kept 
the law, and that the real merit of the 
publican was his sinfulness. 

This lack of thinking has produced a 
new type, the neo-Pharisee. He boasts 
that he has broken the ‘Decalogue so 
consistently that it must be shattered 
for all time. He announces that he has 
no integrity, that his word is worth- 
less, that he belongs to the “in-group” 
of bums, wastrels and deviates. He ad- 
vertises all the filth in which he has 
wallowed. 

HE EXPECTS TO BE admired; 
he admires himself. His lack of reti- 
cence he calls sincerity, and his lack 
of discrimination he calls tolerance.

people of today are just WONDERFUL! 
They are so much more HONEST than 
we were!” The parent was referring to 
the fact that some of them become 
amorous in public, and that they dis- 
cuss their biological functions, both 
digestive and procreative, wherever 
they happen to be. 
WELL, I AGREE that they are 
wonderful, but not for the reasons 
given by the enthusiastic parent. To 
him I would raise two objections. In 
the first place, there are still well-bred 
young people with a decent reticence, 
just as there were three thousand years 
ago. And naturally, there are boors 
today, just as there have always been 
boors. The only difference is that ours 
is the only society where the boors 
feel privileged to impose their anarchy 
as a norm to which their betters are 
expected to defer. 

In the second place, lack of restraint 
has nothing to do with honesty; it is 
just bad manners. It is not more 
honest to eat a chocolate eclair with 
one’s fingers on a crowded bus than 
to eat it with a fork in the dining- 
room; it is, however, less fastidious. 
It is not-more honest to refuse to 
shave, though the unshaven man is un- 
doubtedly closer to nature. And it is 
not more honest to parade one’s feel- 
ings than to reserve them for a suitable 
time and place.

THE BEETHOVEN 
String Trio in E Fiat, Opus 
3, a work that poses no prob- 
lems and strikes no cosmic 
attitudes, is played by a su- 
perlative ensemble consisting 
of Jascha Heifetz, William 
Primrose and Gregor Piati- 
gorsky. This trio could have 
been written as a piece d'oc- 
casion such as a royal garden 
party or an out-of-doors wed- 
ding celebration. It is gay, 
charming, animated and re- 
flective by turns and, as it 
is divided into six parts, 
avoids any strain on any- 
body's span of attention. 

All the same it is a work 
of quality and deserving of 
the close study given to it 
by the famous artists in- 
volved in this recording. 
Messrs. Heifetz, Primrose 
and Piatigorsky achieve a 
virtually perfect precision 
and balance. In other words 
each gives himself over to 
the necessities and _ self- 
denial of teamwork. It may 
be said therefore that the 
performance is not only su- 
perior in closely matched 
volume and timing but also 
in the matter of inflection. 
It would appear from this 
that the three artists may 
have worked out a uniform 
approach to the trio before 
they ever started rehearsing. 
Each individual instrument, 
not surprisingly, is quite 
beautiful in this recording. 
(RCA-Victor, One 12-inch 
LP.) 


LUDWIG SPOHR’S 
Octet in E Major—to speak 
in metaphorical terms—gives 
off the stale aroma of a 
rose that has been pressed 
in a memory book for many 
years. From all accounts 
Spohr was a conservative 
even in his own day. but 
what one notes in this work 
here recorded is not a back- 
ward attitude so much as a 
lack of inventiveness. The 
pretty tunes are never car- 
ried to a wider dimension in 
the developmental process. 

On the other side of the 
record the Octet by Marcel 
Poot, a contemporary Belgian 
composer, seems stronger 
and even more lyrical despite 
the preference for chromatic 
melody. Both are well played 
by the Vienna Octet. (Lon- 
don, One 12-inch LP.) 


IF ANY ONE is g6ur- 
prised that Vivaldi wrote 
concertos for basg$oon and or- 
chestra he shoultbe even 
more surprised that they 
were 38 in number. Four of 
these works, played by the 
skillful soloist Virginio, Bian- 
chi with the Gli Accademici 
di Milano conducted by Piero 
Santi, are contained in a re- 
cently issued record. It is 
evident that Vivaldi did not 
think of this instrument as 
“the clown of the orchestra.” 
There is nothing farcical or 
even lugubrious in the solo 
parts. He requires the bas- 
soon to play fluently and 
expressively and the results 
are hearty, vivacious and in 
complete good taste. (Vox, 
Oné 12-inch LP.) 


ANOTHER KIND of 
music excluded usually from 
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standard concert programs 
are the works for three and 
four harpsichords played by 
Eileen Joyce, Thurston Dart, 
George Malcolm and Denus 
Vaughan with the Pro-Arte 
orchestra conducted by Boris 
Ord. The artists and the or- 
ganization are English. The 
most interesting of the four 
works offered is the Bach- 
Vivaldi Concerto for Four 
Harpsichords and Strings. 
The ‘Vivaldi original was for 
four violins, and the transfer 
to keyboard instruments and 
a different key caused Bach 
to make a few minor changes 
of little consequence. Other 
works here performed are 
the Bach Concerto for Three 
Harpsichords in G, The Vi- 
valdi-Dart Concerto for Four 
Harpsichords and George 
Malcolm's Variations on a 
Theme of Mozart for Four 
Harpsichords. 


The instruments used in 
the recordings were made by 
Theodore Goff of London. 
They have a silvery tone and 
are capable of an unusually 
clear articulation. (Angel, 
Library Series, One 12-inch 
LP.) 


ZINO FRANCESCAT- 
TI, the French violinist, 
plays four minor works with 
a jeweled tone and a typical 
elegance of style. In Chaus- 
son's “Poeme’’ and the Saint- 
Saens “Rondo Capriccioso,” 
Francescatti is associated 
with the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, Eugene Ormandy 
conducting. Sarasate’s “Zi- 
geunerweisen” and the Saint- 
Saens “Havanaise’” are ac- 
companied by the Columbia 
Symphony Orchestra with 
William Smith conducting. 
The “Poeme” is a romantic 
work but somewhat aloof in 
character. Cénsequently it 
is most affecting when the 
soloist resists the temptation 
to indulge in schmalzy ru- 
batos and rich coloring. Fran- 
cescatti, by temperament, 
takes the right line. (Co- 
lumbia, One 12-inch LP.)

Music in Alaska 


ALASKA SOON WILL 
become our forty-ninth state, 
assuming that Alaskans will 
approve statehood in the 
plebiscite scheduled for Au- 
gust 26. It will then become 
the biggest state in the union 
(more than twice as large as 
Texas), rich in fur, fish, tim- 
ber and minerals, sparsely 
populated and far away. It 
might not seem a \Iikely 
place for cultural activities 
as yet, but Alaskans aren't 
hanging back. They entered 
the field of summer music 
festivals three years ago with 
an annual event that now has 
an impressive past and a 
promising future. 

This is the Anchorage Fes- 
tival of Music, which was 
first directed by Robert 
Shaw, the well-known chorale 
leader, and Julius Herford, 
faculty member of the West- 


directing of his “Phases of 
the ‘Great Land.’” Avshalo- 
mov, whose choral work 
“Tom O'Bedlam” won a New 
York Musie Critics Circle 
award in 1954, composed the 
festival offering under a 
commission from its board of 
directors. 

Herford and Allen Lannon, 
choir director at Boston Uni- 
versity, were co-directors of 
this year’s festival. Guest 
soloists included John Wust- 
man, pianist, Paul Anderson, 
cellist, Donald Muggeridge, 
oboist, Carol Jones, mezzo- 
soprano, and McHenry Boat- 
wright, baritone. 

The guest artists also fur- 
nished private instruction 
during the festival.

need qualification. . 

Some students do miss school for frail and unimportant 
reasons. As a teacher, I find this irritating, but I am 
not sure that such behavior is confined to the schools. I 
imagine others have noticed this easy-does-it attitude in 
the last decade. Mr. Malone may resign as a teacher, but 
he will find more difficulty in resigning from society. 

I had not noticed that “culture” always came from a 
college education or that a substantial bank balance was 
the gauge of how well one is supplied with the “foods of 
culture,” whatever they are. 

The matter of teacher pay for merit -has long been an 
issue. For many years St. Louis had such a system. The 
difficulty with it is. that there is no simple yardstick of 
good teaching. It is quite possible for a teacher to go 
through all the motions of good teaching without anyone 
in the class learning anything at all. The merit system, 
moreover, serves to make the administrator more dominant. 

It is quite true that many teachers quit. Girls get 
married; men need more pay. Some were misled into 
teaching by talk of prestige and the arguments of the 
romanticists. But others of us feel that, in spite of the 
inconvenient parking spaces and the thousand other annoy- 
ances, public education is the most crucial of undertakings.

JOHN C. MORRIS, St. Louis. 
1AM A TEACHER, and I would say that many young 
teachers who quit do so to have children and intend to 
teach again when family responsibilities permit. Enough 
healthy, energetic people remain that education is not 
entirely in “old and weafy hands... awaiting retirement 
benefits... ." The “old guard” is composed of individuals; 
some of them resent new teachers, and some are co-operative. 

A teacher has very little treuble with custodians if a 
proper respect for their preblems is evidenced. In regard 
to the trouble Mr. Malone had, I would advise him that 
before moving 40 students to another room, one should 
see that it is ready for them. 

I have little patience with teachers who want the prestige 
of a profession and the hours of a trade. After-school 
meetings are part of the job; few professions allow their 
members to lock up at 5 every afternoon. 

Finally, I know that there are poor teachers. They must 
be excluded from the profession at the outset, and qualified 
students must be encouraged to enter the field of education. 
Let us eliminate dull education courses, which discourage 
thinking students. Let teachers co-operate more fully with 
the practice teaching program. Let us set up scholarships 
for education students. 

The rating of a “good” teacher is a most complicated 
problem, since what inspires one student may crush another. 
and teaching involves so much more than subject matter. 
If Mr. Malone suggests pay for extra time invested, the 
problems are just as involved and the benefit to actual 
teaching doubtful. 

The present tenor of public opinion indicates that a 
constructive effort by teachers to improve our educational 
system is now more likely to receive co-operation than 
ever before. But no one will act for us. 

MILDRED FREDERIKSEN, Webster Groves. 
IF THIS YOUNG MALONE wasn't fired, he should 
have been—a long time before he quit. Who could have 
dared to encourage a young man with such an attitude 
towards life to teach school? He dislikes the children, 
their parents, those in authority, his fellow teachers (both 
young and old) and even the janitorial staff. 

The only thing the young man came out for was (for 
want of a better title) the merit system. This is one of 
the most vicious moves in modern times aimed primarily 
against one of the great social advances in education— 
the salary schedule.

MANY OF THE PROBLEMS described by Mr. 
Malone were not encountered by this teacher in the St. Louis 
public schools for three and a half years. But there is some 
justification in his remarks. 

Human nature is involved in personal relations among 
teachers, as it is among any comparable group. The pay 
is improving. It is sufficient for an unmarried person 
of moderate material tastes to live comfortably. Married 
persons, especially those with families, have a rougher time 
of it, but they can manage if frugal. And they can live 
on a material par with a majority of their neighbors. 

Other compensations besides money are, in varying degrees, 
a disciplined mind, a culture and an education that enables 
one to pursue a life work compatible with his liking. 
Any life in which real accomplishment ean he achieved 
requires dedication.

in Bayreuth. The King’s heirs, 
the Wittelsbach 
tained the material until April 
18, 1939. 

On that date they sold the 
collection to the chief of the 
Reich Chamber of Commerce 
for 800,000 marks (about $200,- 
000). The puhchase price was 
raised by subscription of lead- | 
ing members of the chamber. 
| Two days later the Chamber 
presented the scores to Hitler 
as a tribute on his fiftieth | 
birthday. Hitler, who was fond 
of Wagner's music, kept the 
prized gift in the Chancellery. 

In December 1944, when 
things looked grim for Ger- 
many, two of Wagner's grand- 
children, Wieland, the eldest, 
and Frau Verena Lafferentz. 
the youngest, journeyed to 
Berlin. They were anxious to 
get the scores to Bayreuth for 
safekeeping. 

Afraid to Anger Hitler. 

They got in to see Hitler. 
They did not dare to tell him 
their two objectives. They 
feared they would be accused | 
of defeatism if they suggested 
that Germany was losing and 
that the scores were in danger. 
They knew that Hitler had 
shot some of his close sup- 
porters on the charge of de- 
featism.

HEN some time late this 
W afternoon old Bob Coch- 
ran and young Jim Tom 
Blair decide the 36-hole Dis- 
trict amateur golf champion- 


ship, the 1958 finalists will 
walk off the Bellerive Coun- 
try Club course with an ad- 
ditional distinction. They’ll 
have been the last to play 
in probably the final inter- 
club tournament ever to be 
scheduled for the 48-year- 
old course at 8001 Natural 
Bridge road.

A New Challenge-- 
Write a Book 


FOR WEEKS I HAVE WAITED for people to ask me, 
“Where are you going on your vacation this year?” so I 
could say with elaborate casualness, “Oh, we're going to 
run over to London and Paris and Berlin.” 

Mostly we'll visit in 
Germany where I will be 
gathering notes for a 
book, and we'll spend an 
all-too-brief week trying 
to see other countries. I 
wish it were otherwise 
but because of the happy 
time I had in Germany 
in 1956 I’m looking for- 
ward to introducing my 
husband and son to that 
land. 


Invariably when I 
write about Germany, 
someone will call and 


ask, “How can you en- 
joy yourself in Germany 
remembering the _ horri- 
ble things that went on 
there during the war?” 
OP | This is a natural ques- 
CLARISSA START tion and one that oc- 
curred to me before my 
first visit. In fact, I was dubious as to whether I could en- 
joy myself there with the shadows of the concentration 
¢eamps still dark in memory. 


Partly, I suppose, to salve my conscience be- 
cause I was enjoying myself, I asked most of the 
Germans I met two questions. Did they know what 
was going on at the time? Was there anything 
they could or should have done about it? 


’ SOME INSISTED they did not know. Americans find 
this unbelievable. Of course Americans have never lived 
without a free press and while we may say cynically, “Don’t 
believe everything you read in the papers,” they are our 
means of learning the truth. 

It is only when we meet up with propaganda in our 
own papers that we realize how sinister a controlled press 
can be. I remember some people we knew, nice, intelligent 
people who moved to Mississippi just before the Emmett 
Till incident. They came back on a visit some months later 
and these nice, intelligent people told us we had had the 
wrong story on Till. Their papers had printed the “truth,” 
which was that it was a Communist inspired incident, Till 
was not really dead but in hiding, and the woman who rep- 
resented herself as his mother was an actress. This in what 
we call “the good old U.S.A.” 


Probably the truest answer to my questions 
came from a German couple who argued over it. 
“We didn’t know,” the man said. “Yes, we did,” 
his wife interrupted him wearily. “Before it was 
over, we knew and we should have done something 
but we were afraid.” 


. WOULD WE have been afraid? Oh, of course not be- 
cause we Americans are the bravest people in the world; 
our movies tell us so. Would I risk my life to save a Jew- 
ish friend? I think so. Would I risk the life of my child? 
I wonder. 

Fortunately for the free world, there were Germans 
who defied and who risked their lives. One of these was 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller, who spent nine years in Sach- 
senhausen and Dachau concentration camps. A controver- 
sial figure then and now, Pastor Niemoeller is the subject 
of the book I have been asked to write. It is a big order 
and as we say in social work circles, a “challenge,” but one 
I anticipate gladly. 

There were Germans who were braver than I think I 
would have been. It is these whom I respect and whom 
I’m looking forward to seeing again.

More for Your Money 


TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Part-time farms now are 
increasingly sought by families hopeful for added income 
and security, real estate dealers report. Too often, how- 
ever, it’s marginal, hard-to-make-pay land which is cut 
up and sold for part-time farms. Warns one prominent 
realtor: “Actually, the part-time farm is an uneconomic 
unit and promises more as a ‘way of life’ than as a 
‘living.’” . . . Coming: Cotton and cotton blend garments 
treated with a water-repellant, spot and stain resistant 
finish that stands up under washing as well as dry cleaning. 


> PACKAGE BOOBY TRAPS: By changing to a novel, 
improved package, a cigarette maker ups sales 5000 per 
cent in a year. But, just by putting $1 a pound candy 
in a flossy, snob-appeal package, one firm reportedly 
is able to sell it for $2.50. Packaging now is.a fine 
art—legitimate when it aims to catch your eye, induce 
you to pick one product over competing ones. But it’s 
a good idea—often a money-saving one—to check and 
fompare contents, not go by the package alone. Some 
beware points: Oversized containers that make you think 
you're getting a lot more for your money; enlarged labels 
that fool the eye into seeing a package as bigger than 
it actually is; such adjectives, often unjustified, as mam- 
moth, gigantic, colossal which bemuse the unwary. 


>} DURABLE SIDING FINISH: This about the new Gov- 
ernment-developed natural finish for wood siding: Lasting 
four years instead of the usual year, it’s particularly 
good for attractive grain woods such as western red 
cedar, redwood, Philippine mahogany. Some drawbacks: 
Slow drying ‘a full day of good weather needed) and, 
Bince it contains wax, it's hard to paint over if you 
want to later. You can make it yourself—but be exceed- 
ingly cautious because of INFLAMMABILITY. Pour one 
gallon of turpentine into a five-gallon pail. Heat one 
pound of paraffin wax and two ounces of zinc stearate 
in top of double boiler over boiling water, then pour 
into turpentine. After solution cools, add three gallons 
of boiled linseed oil, one-half gallon penta concentrate 
10:1, and stir in one pint burnt sienna color-in-oil, one 
pint raw umber color-in-oil. 


> NEW HOUSE NOISES: If you have that problem of 
many new homeowners—excessive noise within the house 
—these simple, measures may help considerably at little 
cost. Mount refrigerator and all vibrating appliances on 
rubber or cork and tighten fan belts. Tie down vibrating 
pipes and use a sound-absorptive wrap on drain pipes. 
On doors, mechanical closers are a help and weather- 
stripping doors often markedly reduces sound transmission. 
If bathroom door is thin, a thick replacement can be 
@ major aid. Although stuffing insulation within walls 
seems logical, it may not be worthwhile since studs may 
still carry sound. Worth considering in particularly noisy 
rooms: Acoustic ceiling tiles to absorb sound; you can 
install them yourself.

Del- 
mar boulevard was getting 
seedier and seedier, and the 
fine western portion of Mary- 
land avenue was threatened by 
spread of blight from the east. 

Property owners, business 
men and just plain citizens 
got together in a determined 
effort to save the neighbor- 
hood. In a short time the West 
End Association organized 30 
block units, and a “grass roots” 
movement began to make it- 
self felt. 


Neighbors — not strangers 
—¢called on home owners to 
urge participation in a drive 
to improve property by 
painting, decorating and 
landscaping. Minimum hous- 
ing standards and zoning 
regulations acquired new 
meaning, Some people were 
shamed inte making im- 
provements.

This was followed by a drive 
to get rid of old, wrecked auto- 
mobiles and to discourage stor- 
age of machines on the street 
through all-day or all-night 
parking. Police of the New- 
stead avenue district have 
backed up the association in 
this and other phases of the 
program.

He sifted every inch 
of topsoil in his weed-grown 
back yard to create a lawn 
which is a thing of beauty. 
Setting up lights, he frequently 
labored at night after coming 
home from work at the Fisher 
Body plant. 

The seaside bent which he 
sowed is green the year round. 
To avoid stepping on the ten- 
der grass when it was first 
coming up, he laid a ladder on 
bricks and used a vacuum 
cleaner in removing leaves 
from the lawn. 

The carpet of green is set off 
by an attractive white fence 
which Loos built himself, work- 
ing all winter. Along the alley 
where cars back in and out he 
erected a chain-link fence to 
protect the wooden fence. He 
has promised to help a neigh- 
bor fix up her yard after he 
gets his place shipshape.

WELL ALL I SAID was that New York men had mis- 
placed their manners. 

And then came the deluge! 

Letters on the subject of men and chivalry poured in 
from both sexes and all parts of the nation, commenting on 
my recent gripe that men raced me for cabs, subway seats, 
elevators and telephone booths; that, in short, men were 
NOT. behaving like gentlemen. Or, like this girl born a lit- 
tle farther south than Manhattan had grown up expecting 
them to.

Once the family has decided 
on the style of wedding—home 
or church—she starts the guest 
list and invitations, gets dates 
and estimates from caterers, 
florists, photographers, and 
sometimes helps the girls 
choose their dresses. 


Men usually do not require 
much help with their clothes 
although Mrs. Bell usually 
warns them about the bride- 
groom who knelt at the altar 
clearly displaying the price tag 
affixed to the bottom of his 
shoes. 


Young men today are strong 
for formality, she notes, pre- 
ferring cutaways even when 


they could “get away with” 
summer tuxedos. They are 
substituting ready-tied for 


hand-tied cravats which is just 
fine with Mrs. Bell, who feels 
she has tied more than is nec- 
essary. About 95 per cent 
of men’s clothes are rented. 

Just before the wedding, 
Mrs. Bell practically moves in 
with the bride’s family to check 
gifts and arrange them. 


Today's bride receives 
mostly practical gifts; one 
even got a refrigerator re- 
cently. The system of reg- 
istering preferences at the 
stores insures that most of 
them receive their patterns 
in flat silver, china and crys- 
tal. Other popular gifts are 
toasters, mixers, rotisseries. 
Smaller gifts run in cycles. 
For a while every bride re- 
ceived several glass hors 
d’oeuvre and ashtray sets, 
and one bride received 16 
of those black TV trays 
with coin decorations. 


Mrs. Bell takes charge of 
the rehearsal, checks to be 
sure al] the bridal finery is 
at the church ‘once they were 
one bridesmaid dress short), 
and stands by to see what will 
happen.

Most of the weddings have 
musie alone—Lohengrin plus 
any religious preferences in in- 
cidental music—and no vocal- 
ists. Mrs. Bell believes that 
unless a vocalist is excellent, 
he or she detracts rather than 
adds to the ceremony. 


“We did have a bridesmaid 
once with a beautiful voice,” 
she related, “and she did dou- 
ble duty, donning a robe to 
sing and then running down- 
stairs to put on the finishing 
touches to her bridesmaid 
dress and running upstairs in 
time to start down the aisle. I 
was skeptical but it worked 
out very well.” 


Once a father couldn't be 
located just before the march. 
Mrs. Bell remembered that he 
was a chain cigarette smoker 
and looked for him on the 
balcony. There he was, smoking 
a cigarette. Once a groom and 
best man forgot the ring and 
had to race back to the house 
and break the glass in the 
French doors to get in because 
everyone had gone to the wed- 
ding. On many occasions tiny 
flower girls have developed 
stage fright and once a ring 
bearer threw himself on the 
floor and screamed.

A wedding of this type 
for 250 to 300 guests usually 
sets father back from $4000 
to $5000. 


In St. Louls it is customary 
to serve a big meal, something 
like chicken or ham, a spiced 
peach, vegetable and dessert 
at noon weddings; tenderloin 
of beef and the works at din- 
ner; rarely just snacks. 


“In St. Louis you just have 
to feed people,” says Mrs. Bell. 
“In the East, finger sandwiches, 
champagne punch and wedding 
cake are the custom. I had a 
group of ushers from the 
East recently and they asked, 
“Where do we go after the wed- 
ding?’ They didn’t realize that 
our 5:30 weddings go on 
through the night. I said, ‘If 
you can go somewhere after 
a St. Louis wedding, you're a 
pretty good man.’ This one 
lasted until 3 a.m.” 


Champagne is a must at 
these weddings even for non- 
drinking families. Mrs. Bell 
can recall only one wedding 
at which no alcohol was served. 
A departing guest said, “At 
least this is one wedding | 
can remember.”

Mrs. Bell discovered with hor- 
or that the wedding cake was 
covered with ants.

managed to get the pair into 
the official car but their own 
car was left behind and had 
to be returned to the hotel. 


After the festivities were 
over, Mrs. Bell took it on her- 
self to chauffeur the car back 
to the garage only to find she

Besides weddings she handles 
many debut parties, ranging 
from brunches to balls. They're 
harder than weddings, she 
thinks, because there's no pat- 
tern to follow and more people 
to please.

“It used to be you could 
put up velvet draperies and

LAS VEGAS, Nev., July 26 (AP).

That was the word from the great stoneface as he lin-

gered here to pick up 
some sun tan and loot. 
Sullivan is playing four 
weeks at the Desert Inn 
for mucha moola, but his 
debut in a night club 
doesn’t mean he'll give 
up the home screen for 
the night spots. No, in- 
deed. He’s looking for- 
ward to his second dec- 
ade on TV with much 
relish. 

There had been talk in 
trade circles that some- 
thing’s got to give on 
Sunday night. At one 
time, Sullivan had it all 
to himself. 

Then NBC moved in 
with its multi-talented 
boy, Steve Allen, who 
sometimes gunned down 
the Sullivan ratings.

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Pilgrims Cheer, Sing at 
Pope’s General Audience

Thousands of American tourists will attend a general 
audience with Pope Pius XII in Rome this year. One who 
has just returned, an Associated Press motion picture 
writer, says they will enjoy a great emotional experience. 


Here is his report. 


ROME, July 26 (AP). 


SOME OF THE SIGHTS around St. Peter’s Basilica during: 
a general audience with Pope Pius XII are a bit startling, “ 


say the least, for Americans. 


Accustomed to silent rever- 
ence in their churches, they 
are shocked to hear “Viva il 
Papa!” boom out, like a touch- 
down cheer at Notre Dame, 
when the Pope is brought in 
on his portable throne. 

Their eyebrows also will get 
some exercise at the sight of 
peasant families picnicking, 
with wine and cheese, along 
the Bernini colonnade in the 
huge church. 

But this is another man’s 
country and what is strange to 
an American is commonplace to 
an Italian—and not necessarily 
less reverent. One picnicking 
family told me they had spent 
all their savings to make the 
trip from Sicily to see the 
Pope. It was their first audi- 
ence and obviously the high- 
light of their lives, 

A general audience can 
also be thrilling for an 
American. It was for me. An 
informal survey of reactions 
of other Americans of all 
beliefs and disbeliefs indi- 
cates my feeling was not 
unique. 

General audiences usually 
are held each Wednesday and 
Sunday at noon. You can get 
a ticket for a seat near the 
huge center altar from the 
North American College or 
from the pastor of the Ameri- 
can Catholic Church. But you 
don’t really need one. 

You can see the Pope from 
any place in the church even 
if there are nearly 50,000 peo- 
ple present—as there were the 
day I was there. Just be pa- 
tient, he'll come to you. 

The crowds started arriving 
hours before the noon audi- 
ence. Some came in groups: 
such as a college tour from 
West Virginia or a band -of 
nuns from Switzerland, 

Then came the first com- 
munion classes—busloads of 
dressed up children, usually 
from the Rome area. 

They came in like angels, but 
after the long wait until the 
Pope appeared, the nuns and 


priests had to step in and break 
up a few arguments among the 


boys. 


During the wait the various 
classes started singing hymns 


acapella. It was beautiful. 
As noon drew closer, a hush 
fell over the vast building. 


Then came the big moment. 
The Pope was brought 
from a side entrance 
aloft by 
on his throne. 
“Viva il Papa!” 
Papa!” the pilgrims 
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husky Swiss Guards 
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chanted—

Pope spoke. 

The throne was carried all 
around the big church. Small 
boys who had brought white 
papal skull] caps thrust them at- 
the Pope.

The Pope ascended his 
throne before the main altar, 
He read off greetings, each in, 
the individual tongues, to the 
various groups from: England, 
America, Switzerland, France,- 
Spain, Italy, Germany and oth- 
er countries. 

Next he circulated among’ 
the pilgrims. If you were 
American, he wanted to know 
what city you came from, The, 
same with the French, Italians 
or Germans—and his speech. 
was the same as yours. 

His English is particularly 
good. He chatted with a Jewish 
couple from New York City. 
The wife, a middle-aged wom~« 
an, told him that this was the 
first time she had ever been 
inside a Catholic church, 

“We are Jewish,” she said.” 
The Pope answered: “Then we 
are all brothers under Christ 
because our Lord was a Jew.” 

All this time, the Pope never 
stopped smiling. The cries of. 
“Viva il Papa” continued, Pil- 
grims handed him rosaries and’ 
prayer books. He blessed each 
one individually. 

His aids, some of them doc- 
tors, tried to get the 82-year- 
old Pontiff to cut the audience 
short, but he was enjoying it” 
as much as the pilgrims. 

Finally, after 90 minutes, the, 
Pope ascended the throne: 
again and gave the papal bene- 
diction to all and was carried 
out—to more cheers.

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Missouris Caves 


‘Among State's 


Major Attractions 


Missouri’s caves are ranked 
as ‘one of the State’s major 
travel attractions, with 23 of 
them open to the public. 

In “Caves of Missouri,” a 
book authored by Dr. J. Harlen 
Bretz of Chicago University 
and published by the Missouri 
Geological Department, it is 
estimated that there are more 
than 1000 caves in the State. 
Of that number, 400 are cat- 
alouged and mapped. 

In 1945, Missouri passed a 
law requiring all caves open to 
the public to be inspected by 
the Bureau of Mines. There is 
a rigid code for walks, lights 
and safety. Lester Dill, owner 
of Meramec Caverns and an 
early advocate of the law, says 
that no accidents have occured 
in the last 20 years in commer- 
cial caves of Missouri. 

Among the better known of 
the 23 caves open to the pub- 
lic are: Meramec Caverns, U.S. 
66 at Stanton: Onondaga Cave, 
U.S. 66 at Leasburg; Bridal 


Cave at Lake of the Ozarks, |

Curves, ‘T’ Intersections Cut Crashes 


partment. It checked on acci- 
dent statistics in 86 subdi- 
visions with 108 miles of resi- 
dential streets and 660 inter- 
sections. 


The subdivisions were clas- 
sified as “gridiron” or “‘limit- 
ed access.” The former were 
areas with a conventional pat- 
tern—two sets of parallel 
streets forming numerous right 
angle intersections with four 
legs. The “limited access” 
areas were dominated by three- 
legged “T” intersections, with 
curved streets and short, dead- 
end spurs off main arteries. 
The study covered accidents 
during a five-year period. 

Its findings were published 
by the Urban Land Institute, 
a private organization with 
headquarters here, in an arti- 
cle by Harold Marks, an en- 
gineer with the Los Angeles 
County Road department. 

“An accident pattern appears 
to develop wherever two con- 
tinuous streets meet at an 
intersection,” Marks wrote. 
“ . . The T-type intersections 
generally have no accident his- 
tory. 

“The total accident rate for 
all gridiron subdivisions was 
77.7 accidents per year as com- 
pared to 10.2 accidents for an 
equivalent area of limited-ac-

Bids were opened and con- 
tracts let last week in Colum- 
bia, Mo., for a new $1,800,000 
Fine Arts Center for the Unl- 
versity of Missouri. It has 
been designed by St. Louis 
architects Hellmuth, Obata & 
Kassabaum, Inc. The successful 
low bid, less than 2 per cent 
under the architects’ estimate 
for the general contract, came 
from McCarthy Brothers Con- 
struction Co. of St. Louis. 

The new building is to ac- 
commodate facilities for in- 
struction and performance in 
drama, music and the visual 
arts. It is to be on Hitt street 
between University and Lowry 
streets. 

In discussing the new Cen- 
ter, the University’s president, 
Elmer Ellis, said, “For some 
time we have wanted to bring 
all of our fine arts departments 
together into one centrally lo- 
cated and integrated facility, 
and we feel that the archi- 
tects’ solution meets this re- 
quirement in a most effective 
manner. It will replace ancient 
Lathrop Hall, which will be 
razed, and several temporary 
buildings which now house 
these activities.” 


Height Minimized. 


The design groups the music 
and drama instruction areas in 
one building unit, the visual 
arts activities in another unit 
and joins the two with an -ex- 
hibit gallery. 

Gyo Obata, principal in 
charge of design for the archi- 
tects’ office, described the de- 
sign problems confronting the 
architects as two-fold. “First, 
we had the question of how 
to accommodate many closely 
related but still distinct func- 
tions in one logical and well 
organized structure,” he said, 
“and second, the matter of 
harmonizing the building with 
the Gothic style library and 
student union buildings near 
by. Our solution is two con- 
nected two-story units, with 
the high stage house—neces- 
sary to provide the proper fa- 
cilities for a well-equipped 
stage—in the center of the 
larger unit to minimize its 
height. The roof and second 
floor slabs project beyond the 
walls and are joined by thin 
aluminum stanchions which 
give a vertical effect comple- 
menting the Gothic styles near 
by and also providing shade 
for the windows. This treat- 
ment is carried to the stage 
house projection as well, to 
tie it visually to the lower part 
of the building.” 

The ground floor plan of the 
music and drama wing includes 
a 300-seat auditorium with ful- 
ly equipped stage for instruc- 
tion and performance of all 
types of drama, with large 
scene shop, scene dock, dres- 
sing rooms and prop storage 
rooms, a 250-seat recital hall 
for musical instruction and per- 
formance, rehearsal rooms and 
classrooms, offices, and lob- 
bies. The atruitorium lubby ad- 
joins the art gallery to permit 
intermission visits to exhibits. 


Acoustics Considered, 


The second floor of the 
music and drama unit is to 
have 20 teaching studios and 
40 small practice rooms. 

Acoustical problems ape 
received careful consideration 
throughout this unit, and it is 
believed that the center will 
be among the finest acoustical- 
ly treated facilities on any 
campus in the country, the 
architect said. Acoustical pro- 
vision is made first in the de- 
sign itself, by a complete 
structural “break” between the 
auditorium and recital hall 
stages and the rest of the 
building, through use of a two- 
inch hollow separation between 
the adjacent walls, from the 
foundation to the roof, to pre- 
vent sound transmission. 

Plaster walls and ceilings of 
music studios and practice 
rooms are separately mounted 
on resilient spring clips, which 
dam und vibrations arid 


from reflecting sound: floors 
are “floated” on glass fibre in- 
sulating mats, and acoustical 
tile panels and other sound 
absorbing materials are used 
where needed.

He was educated at 
New Trier High School in Chicago and 
Kemper Military Academy in Missouri, 
and then at the University of Cincinnati 


where he played football and basket- 
ball.

Arline Judge at the time thad 
a “Blind Date” program in Hollywood, 
and O'Brian was on it one night. His 
“blind date” for that evening turned 

out to be Virginia Mayo. 


Through Miss’ Mayo he met many 
other Hollywood figures. And when he 
was mustered out of the service he went 
to Hollywood where, for a while, he 
made a living selling nylon stockings, 
blouses, shirts and ties along Sunset 
Strip. He intended all along to return 
East to study law at Yale University. 

However, he met an actress who was 
playing in Little ‘Theater productions, 
and he himself got a part when an actor 
became ill. After that, while he had 


had no theatrical experience, he went 
on to bigger and better parts and de- 
cided that acting was not such a bad 
career, after all. An agent, Marlo Frank, 
took Hugh under his wing and got him 
some television roles. O'Brian's biggest 
break was his selection by Ida Lupino to 
play a leading role in a movie,, “Never 
Fear.” From that he got more roles as a 
free lance in both movies and television. 
It was the Wyatt Earp series, however, 
that made him a star. 

He's 3! years old and still a bachelor 
but says he'll marry if and when the 
right girl comes along. For recreation 
he likes swimming and skin diving. While 
he likes social gatherings, he rarely ever 
drinks or smokes.

Frankly, I had no choice in the matter. My wife was 
sent to me straight from heaven.

I LOST 26 POUND 


You can shed weight, too 


I Lost 26 pounpDs without dieting. 

That's a fact. A year ago | weighed 199 pounds. 
Today I tip the scales at 173. 1 did it without following 
a formal diet, without pills, calorie counters, “miracle” 
foods or exercise machines. 

It wasn’t easy, but it wasn’t terribly tough, either 
I didn’t feel persecuted. I didn’t suffer. 

In any case, the results were worth it. | went from 
a size 44 suit to a 41, from a size 16 (neck) shirt to a 
15. My old trousers have been taken in 2 to 3 inches 
— and they're still big on me. Here’s how | did it 

Soon-to-be-published medical studies show that th: 
three keys to weight loss are: 1) motivation; 2) rap 
port with doctor; 3) the food you eat. 

What you actually eat is less important than th 
other two factors. The trouble with most dieting today 
is that it stresses food intake to the detriment or exclu 
sion of the more important factors. 

What do I mean by motivation — perhaps the most 
underplayed aspect of weight loss? 

Motivation simply means that you must have strony 
and compelling reasons to lose weight more than 
just wanting to fit into last year’s suit. 

My motivation is easy to explain. After 13 years as 
a science and medical writer, | am convinced that over 
weight puts you much closer to heart trouble, diabetes, 
stomach disorders and a host of other ailments. Stud 
ies bear out that belief. 


Your Goal Comes First 


Of course, weight loss does not buy immunity from 
disease. It does, however, decrease the chances and 
helps you (in terms of shorter recovery periods) if 
disease strikes. That's my motivation. 

Other strong motives usually relate to physical dis 
comfort resulting from obesity, fear of social isolation, 
and fear of losing one’s spouse. 

The latter two fears are common among women. 
The fat teen-ager or young adult can be motivated by) 
a fear of being “left behind” — that is, of failing to 
have a normal courtship and marriage. Or, once mar 
ried, the wife may feel that her obesity makes her 
unattractive to her husband and thus unloved. 

Her extra pounds are a threat to happiness or 
security. 

Thus, if your desire to shed pounds is strong 
enough, you will not balk at giving up this or that food. 
The foods themselves will become less important to 
you than your goal. 

The second factor in successful weight loss is rap 
port with the doctor — or willingness to follow orders. 

Weight loss should be supervised by a doctor be 
cause you can harm yourself by reckless dieting. You 
can invite disaster by not eating the right things — or 
eating them in the wrong quantities.

deprived. You are willing to act to shed weight. 

Where do you go from there? Here’s what I did. 
I said to my doctor, “I want to get down to around 
175 pounds.” He said, “Fine. It'll take time and effort. 
I hope you understand why you should do it.” 

We proceeded to work out a weight loss program. 
Here it is — in 10 easy-to-digest steps: 

1) I tapered off in the fattening food depart- 
ment. | didn’t stop overnight. From week to week I cut 
down. To illustrate: I didn’t (and still don’t) exclude 
butter from my daily food intake. I simply stopped eat- 
ing butter (one pat) at one meal per day. Thus, I saved 
80 calories per day. Over a week that adds up to 560 
calories, over a year to 30,000 calories. At 3,500 
calories to the pound, I kept a potential 82 pounds 

.off my physique. The same simple arithmetic applies 
to a slice of bread at one meal (60 calories ), cream in 
coffee (60-90 calories), pie at one meal (300-560 
calories) and other fatteners. 


The Energy You Use 


2) I stopped eating “fat” between meals. Sure, 
that’s easy to say and tough to do. But remember the 
motivation? To assuage between-meal hunger pangs, 
I drank or ate non-fattening foods — citrus juices, 
carrots, celery, and the like. 

3) I set up a “food substitution” plan with my 
doctor's help. | substituted fruits for peanuts and 
pretzels, carrots, celery and other vegetables for fatty 
_between-meal nibbles. In front of TV, I eat grapes, an 
orange or an apple. They contain some calories, but 
far fewer than usual TV snacks, such as potato chips. 

4) I started eating one-slice-of-bread sand- 
wiches. This turns you into quite a juggler if the 
sandwich contains foods that may slip off, but it’s 
worth it. 

5) | abide by standing rules for certain foods. 
I never have potatoes more than once a day. I never 
have more than one potato at a meal. At cocktail 
parties I never have more than two of those creamy 
tidbits. If there’s plain celery'or boiled shrimp on the 
tray, I have those instead. 

6) I make it a rule to cut off all visible fat on 
meat. This doesn’t méan I've eliminated bacon, ham, 
pork or other fatty meats from my diet. I simply lean 
on the leaner cuts.

Death rates for fat men (ages 20-64) are 50 
per cent higher than death rates for men of 
normal weight in the same age group. 


Death rates for fat women are 47 per cent 
higher than death rates for women of normal 
weight in the same age group. 


7) When Pm invited to dinner, I play down 
foods which add inches to the waist. How to do 
this without alienating the hostess? If she is under- 
standing, she'll accept your effort to reduce. You 
needn't harp on it. But be firm. 

8) Then there’s the “quantity switch.” Obvious- 
ly if overweight is the result of too much intake com- 
pared to energy output (most doctors agree it is), you 
must cut down on total intake. In my case, this meant 
decreased portions. Instead of three pieces of anything, 
I have one and a half. 

9) I have a wife who can make low-calorie 
meals look and taste interesting. My wife happens 
to be an extremely creative person who likes to cook 
and to eat. But she goes along with my weight control 
program 100 per cent. Result: she goes easy on the 
calories (with lots of salads, tasty fish, seafood, fruit 
and meat dishes), and is long on encouragement. 

10) There is one more big consideration. You'll 


recall that overweight usually results from over-intake — 


in comparison to energy output. This was put in focus 
for me by Dr. Herbert Pollack, chairman of the Nutri- 
tion Gommittee, American Heart Association. 

He told me: if you walk a mile a day, that utilizes 
about 75 calories. Do it three times a week (as I did 
and still do) and you burn off 225 calories. That adds 
up to 11,700 per year — or three-plus potential 
pounds. If you simply stand (without moving about ), 
one hour a day in which you ordinarily would have 
sat, you knock off about 60 more calories. Multiply 
that by five (per week), and that’s another four-plus 
pounds over the year. 

Of course, I was helped in the energy expenditure 
department. About 10 months ago, we had our first 
child. As you know, with a new baby, you find your 
self moving about more and more to do chores. 


The Naive Diets 


Such, in brief, is my weight-loss program. | took 
off about a pound a week for the first six months and 
I've maintained my weight ever since. 

Nowadays, when I run into old friends, they do a 

* double-take. “C’mon, tell me,” they say, “it’s a new 
pill, isn’t it?” Or, “Boy, you must be starving yourself.” 
Or, “You're on some new test diet, aren't you?” Ob- 
viously, the answer is “no” to all these remarks. 

It also should be obvious that I haven't been wear- 
ing blinkers while losing pounds. I’ve learned some- 
thing about calories and the nutritional values of 
foods. 

But the facts behind my year-long weight-loss suc- 
cess are not mysterious. They're not out of reach. You 
can use them to shed pounds just as I have. 

Between 80 and 90 per cent of people who try to 
lose weight fail, over an appreciable period, no matter 
what the diet. They fail because they approach the 
problem incorrectly. I feel I have learned what it 
really takes to lose weight.

THREE INCHES or so have rolled off his waist since the 
spring of 1957.

Let me emphasize a few points: 

1) Actually, I exclude very few foods from my 
daily eating. One of my typical business luncheons in- 
cludes soup, a chef's salad Ceasy on the dressing), a 
roll and butter and coffee. Dinner will be: a half 
grapefruit, small salad, meat course (beef, liver, veal, 
lamb, or poultry), a cooked vegetable or two, coffee. 
Late evening snack: an apple or other fruit. 

2) I have not given up calorie-jammed drinks. | 
space them better than before and sometimes substi- 
tute fruit juice. 

3) In learning the nutritional values of food, | 
have re-angled my eating —— a real necessity in keep- 
ing weight off. In other words, | watch what I eat all 
the time. If 1 fall off the calorie wagon at lunch, | 
make up for it at dinner. 

4) | use a bathroom scale regularly to keep an eagle 
eye on my weight. Vigilance is important. 

5) I’m convinced that nine-day, two-week or one- 
month “crash diets” are futile and naive. What do 
you eat after the nine days or two weeks? Also the 
“one-food diets” (eat only grapes, lettuce, steak ) seem 
worthless to me. They take the joy and expectation 
out of eating. Is it any wonder that dieters find them 
so wearing? All these diets fail to provide the neces- 
sary lifetime reorientation in eating. 

Of course, I still have a job to do — keeping those 
pounds off. That means careful eating in the future. 

I must admit, however, that I'm a little cocky about 
my success in losing weight. I've been thinking. My 
doctor says | can safely drop five more pounds. 

Maybe I'll do it in the weeks ahead. You don't feel 
much like eating on sticky days anyhow. z

That American women are exceedingly 
gullible is the belief of Charles LeMaire, 
who used to design clothes for Florenz 
Ziegteld’s famous Broadway shows and 
now does the same for 20th-Century Fox. 
Says LeMaire: “Our women are slaves to 
fads. They're quick to adopt publicity 
gimmicks as style before they've been ac- 
cepted as fashion.” 


Sold Down the River 


Ruth Albert, one of California's most 
progressive designers, believes that women 
who fall for “freak fashions” just don’t 
have the courage to stand alone, even 
though the “big sell” is “selling them right 
down the river. . 

“The new silhouettes,” she maintains, 
“can be very exciting when modified, but 
to date, they've been interpreted by de- 
signers who apparently dislike women.

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withdrawn. An unannounced attack is 
a constant possibility. 

Economically, our nation is handi- 
capped much as an individual would 
be if one arm and one leg were tethered 
to an iron stake. We are cut off from 
the enormous hydroelectric-power in- 
stallations of the Yalu River, which 
supply abundant power that should be 
used to run our factories and to manu- 
facture the fertilizer needed for our 
agricultural lands. We have lost the use 
of the iron and coal and gold and timber 
resources of our northern provinces. 
Hundreds of thousands of our people 
were impoverished by the seizure of 
their properties in the north. Our econ- 
omy is further strained by the 3 million 
refugees from Communism, whom we 
must support, 

Nevertheless, | remain firm in my 
faith that in my own lifetime I shall see 
all Korea once again united and inde- 
pendent under our own democratic 
government, 

The basis for this faith is the great, 
hopeful fact that the free world seems 
to have fully awakened at last to the 
awful danger posed by the Communist 
conspiracy of conquest. We have passed 
through and beyond the years when 
many voices were raised to advocate 
appeasement. 

Meanwhile, the Communist position 
is far from safe. To the aroused antag- 
onism of the entire outside world is 
now added the growing rebelliousness 
of their satellites and their own people. 
Among the 900 millions enslaved by 
Communism, we have many friends — 
and their weight is not to be despised. 

Add the fact that modern weapons 
leave “no alternative to peace” for either 
side, and I am hopeful that — if only 


the great Western powers stand firm — 
a day of rectification will come. 

Meanwhile, despite the great handi- 
caps imposed by the division of our 
nation, our living conditions in south- 
ern Korea are gradually improving. The 
upward spiral of inflation has been 
checked. Many new factories are being 
erected. Our fisheries and agricultural 
production are increasing. 

Most important of all, our people are 
attaining the means that were denied 
them by the Japanese for the past full 
generation of standing on their own 
feet. Democratic rights and civil liber- 
ties have been fully established. In the 
course of a series of national elections, 
our people have welded themselves into 
two strong, balanced political parties. 
Ninety free newspapers are avidly read. 


Victory over Illiteracy 


Our greatest single triumph lies in 
the field of education. At the time of 
Japan’s defeat, 80 per cent of our 
people were illiterate. Today, illiteracy 
has been reduced to less than 8 per cent. 

With an informed, educated and 
democratically committed population, 
the future of Korea rests on the best 
foundation a nation could ask. When 
we suffered from the worst devasta- 
tion ever endured by a modern nation, 
the patriotism of our people was tested 
and proved. They endured 2 million 
civilian casualties and the loss of their 
homes and employment. But still they 
said, “Here we stand.” 

We have earned our place as part- 
ners in the free world alliance. We have 
earned the inalienable human rights 
of liberty and democracy. There is no 


power in Communism that we shall ,

Two Florida brothers are rich because...

ST. PETERSBURG, FLA. 


When the rampaging Yankees overran them . 


in 1865, the Confederacy’s printing presses 
had turned out better than a billion dollars 
in bills. Little more than a decade ago, you 
could have bought the whole load for the 
price of yesterday's newspaper. 

Today a $5 note from one of those presses 
might get you $1,000 in U.S. money. A $10 
bill now sells for as much as $1,800. Why? 
Mainly because two brothers, Grover and 
Clarence Criswell of Pass-a-Grille, near here, 
saved their Confederate money. 

Their stock, most complete anywhere, has 
a face value of $20 million. Many of their 
more common bills are worth little, but others 
—- like rare $10 and $20 notes printed in 
Richmond as an experiment in 1862 — 
come as high as $2,500. In four years, when 
that 10 and 20 (below) are 100 years old, 
Confederate-money collectors — now as avid 
as stamp chasers — probably will value them 
at over $10,000. 

The -Criswells’ private collection of some 
10,000 notes (not for sale) is insured for a 
quarter-million dollars. “We set that figure,” 
says Grover, “but most of our collection could 
not be replaced. Where are you going to find 


_ the mate to the only printing plate saved 


when a plant was destroyed?” 

The brothers first got interested in Con- 
federate money as children, says Grover, now 
24. (Clarence is 22.) “Daddy, who was born 
in Tennessee, used to tell us about our great- 
uncles who fought in the War Between the 
States. We kept after him to give us some 
souvenirs of the war that had been handed 
down through the family. There were some 
letters, a few coins and about 15 or 20 Con- 
federate bills. Daddy said he'd give us the

bills since ‘they're worth the least of any- 
thing.’ ” 

The bills aroused the brothers’ interest and 
they cast about for more. Attending military 
school in Chicago, they advertised for bills in 
coin-collecting magazines. People were happy 
to answer the ads, either passing on the bills 
for nothing or accepting trifling sums for 
notes they considered worthless. 

“We were the only kids in the school who 
never had ice cream,” says Clarence. “We'd 
spend all our allowances on Confederate 
money.” 

While attending high school here, the boys 
gradually realized that their ads apparently 
were exciting others to collect. Coincidence 
or.not, there was a definite boom in Confed- 
erate money. “Suddenly,” says Clarence, “we 
were being offered what seemed like fabulous 


amounts for our notes.” 
Young Tycoons 


Their business was strictly by mail. “We 
wouldn't deal with any customers in person,” 
says Grover, grinning. “We were afraid they 
wouldn’t do business with us if they knew 
we were just kids.” 

By the time they got to college (The Cita- 
del), they had a thriving operation. “We fig- 
ured,” says Clarence, “we were making more 
money in our spare time than some of our 
professors.” 

The spare-time business now is full-time, 
run from an air-conditioned office suite in a 
small building next to Grover’s home. (He is 
married, has a 22-month-old son. ) They have 
a full-time secretary, four part-time research- 
ers and a horde of agents around the country 
buying and selling on commission. 

The Ctiswells get dozens of letters and 
phone calls each day. Some turn into sizable 
sales. On one sale, for instance, the brothers 
pocketed $10,000 in U.S. currency. 

But they've got to keep their eyes open for 
“money” as worthless as a Confederate bill 
used to be. During 1954 and 1955, a cereal 
company included reprints of Confederate 
money in its packages. Though the bills were 
stamped “facsimile,” sharpies still are send- 
ing them to the Criswells. 

“Their letters always start: ‘I found this 
money in Grandpa’s trunk and I know it’s 
genuine ...,” says Clarence. “But usually 
they’re pretty clumsy about erasing the ‘fac- 
simile’ stamp. Another point they miss is that 
most Confederate notes were hand-signed in 
brown ink to prevent counterfeiting. Still 
we've been flooded with that cereal money. 
The company must have printed 10 times as 
much as the Confederacy did.” 

Despite their youth, the Criswell brothers 
are considered authorities on the Confeder- 
acy and its finances. The Smithsonian Insti- 
tution has come to them with queries. So

have several nruseums and historical socie- 
ties. Their book, Confederate and Southern 
State Currency, published in 1957, is con- 
sidered the bible of its field. A second, Con- 
federate and Southern State Bonds, will go 
into print in.a few months. The plan is to 
follow it with 38 more books covering all 
paper money ever issued in the U.S. 

As the Criswells’ reputation has spread, so 
has their business. The brothers have custom- 
ers in England, France and nine other foreign 
countries. And they expect more, since the 
demand for Confederate money is growing 
steadily. Right now this demand is keeping 
Grover working day and night, since Clar- 
ence is on active Army duty.

Meantime the boys manage to mix pleas- 


ure with business — though sometimes their 
practical jokes with Confederate money back- 
fire. About a year ago, dining in a Georgia 
restaurant, they paid their $8 tab with a 
common Confederate 20, worth about 50¢. 
Without a word the waitress accepted it and 


brought back $12 change in U.S. bills. 


Laughing, the Criswells offered her a U.S. 
20, pointing out she had been slipped a Con- 
federate bill they would take back. 

“No sir!” snapped the waitress, obviously 
a Criswell-made collector of Confederate 
bills. “I. put a real 20 of my own in the 
cash register — and I'm not giving this one 
up for anything!” a

Do these hot dishes the cool way~—in an electric skillet, saucepan or cooker... 


O MATTER WHAT the weatherman says, you can 
have a cool kitchen. The secret? At least one 
electrical device to take over the cooking. 

Today there are various such appliances on the 
market, ranging in size from electric saucepans and 
skillets €above) to the versatile ovens (p. 19) that 
bake, roast and broil or barbecue. Use any of those 
above to cook one hot dish as the main course of a 
whole meal — without raising room temperature. 

The electric skillet (left in photo) contains a de- 
licious ‘shrimp dish straight from the Deep South. 
To complete a wonderful meal, all you need is a 
tossed green salad, honeydew melon and cookies. 

In the electric saucepan (right) is an easy variation 
of an elaborate French dish called cassoulet that tastes 
every bit as good as the original. Serve a salad with it 
— and, for dessert, seedless grapes and blue cheese. 

The electric cooker (center ) can double as a fryer. 
Here it holds a delightful chicken-vegetable stew. Have 
lettuce wedges with it, watermelon for dessert. 


Skillet: NEW ORLEANS SHRIMP AND SPAGHETTI! 
2 cup salad oil Salt and pepper 


Y% cup chopped scallions | thsp. lemon juice 
2 Ibs. cooked, cleaned ¥2 cup sliced ripe olives 
shrimp Y% Ib. thin spaghetti, 
2 tsp. grated lemon pec! cooked 


Heat salad oil in skillet, using medium heat; add scallions; 
cook about 5 minutes. Add shrimp, lemon peel, salt, pep- 
per. Cook until heated through. Stir in lemon juice. Add 
olives and spaghetti; mix well. Sct heat for serving tem- 
perature. Serves four to six... NOTE: A big electric 
skillet will hold 142 times this recipe.

Cooker-Fryer: CHICKEN STEW 


1 stewing chicken (3 to 2 cups shelled lima beans 
4 lbs.), cut up 2 cups corn cut from cob 
4 cups boiling water 2 cups cut green beans 
1 teaspoon salt Ys teaspoon pepper 
V4 cup choppcd onion 1 teaspoon Worcester- 
1 No. 303 can (2 cups) shire sauce 
tomatoes 


Cover chicken with boiling water; set control dial at 300°; 
when water boils again, add salt and onion; lower heat to 
200°; simmer 2 hours. Lift out chicken; remove meat 
from bones, keeping it in fairly large pieces; return meat 
to cooker. Add vegetables; simmer 142 hours longer, or 
until vegetables and chicken are tender. Add pepper and 
Worcestershire sauce. If desired, thicken with V4 cup 
flour mixed smooth with 42 cup cold water. Simmer 10 
minutes longer. Serves six ... NOTE: Cooker can hold 
twice this recipe. Canned or frozen vegetables may be used 
instead of fresh; add during last half hour of cooking.

With an electric rotisserie-oven Cr.) 
vou can bake, roast or barbecue with 
equal success. The oven is big enough 
for an entire meal —— just select dishes 
that need the same temperature, even 
if the time periods vary. Or, if you pre- 
fer, bake a dessert in the morning and 
use the rotating spit attachment later 
for the meat — as in the recipes below. 


Electric Rotisserie-Oven Dinner 
Pineapple-Glazed Picnic Ham 
Potato and Vegetable Salad 
Sliced Tomatocs 
Lattice-Top Peach Pic 


PINEAPPLE-GLAZED PICNIC HAM 
1 fully cooked picnic ham (4 to 6 Ibs.) 
44 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
tablespoon prepared mustard 
tablespoons cider vinegar 
44 cup canned pincapple juic 
14 teaspoon ground cloves 
tun spit rod through center of picnic 
ham; skewer securely. Start motor. Cook 
14% to 2 hours, depending on weight of 
ham. Combine remaining ineredients; 
heat until sugar dissolves. Use to brush 
ham often during last hour of cooking. 


LATTICE-TOP PEACH PIE 
4 cups sliced fresh peaches 
1% tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 


Pie comes from the oven first — then ham. 
Salad (above) and tomatoe’ complete meal. 


+3 to % cup sugar 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Pastry for 2-crust pie 
Combine peaches, tapioca, sugar and 
lemon juice. Line 9” pie plate with pastry. 
Fill with peach mixture. Cut remaining 
pastry in long strips, 1” wide, and arrange 
lattice-fashion over peaches. Fold ends of 
strips under lower crust. Bake carly in the 
day in the rotisserie-oven (preheated to 
425 ) 40 to 45 minutes. 


...in an electric roaster-oven 


\n electric roaster-oven will do your 
roasting and baking, cook an oven meal 
to perfection or, with rack removed, 
cook a stew, chili or hearty soup for a 
crowd. There is a broiler attachment, 
too, that fits inside the cover, while the 
foods to be broiled are placed on the 
adjustable rack beneath. 

In using any electric cooking appli 
ance anywhere outdoors, be sure the 
wiring is adequate to take the load. 
Check with your electrician. 
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The angel food cake is baked first, then 


the rest of the meal goes on the rack.

MEAT LOAF 
Prepare any favorite meat-loaf recipe. 
Bake in loaf pan (part of roaster-oven 
equipment ) in roastcr-oven preheated to 
375°, for 142 hours. 


CORN AND TOMATO SCALLOP 

4 to 6 fresh tomatoes 
1 medium onion, chopped 
| green pepper, finely diced 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 can (1 Ib.) kernel corn, drained 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Slice tomatocs. Cook onion and green pep- 
per in butter or margarine until onion is 
soft; add corn, salt and pepper; mix well. 
Arrange tomato slices and corn mixture in 
alternate layers in uncovered baking dish 
(part of roastcr-oven equipment.) Place 
on rack-with meat loaf and potatoes for 
last 45 minutes of cooking time. 


BAKING DIRECTIONS 
Early in the day, bake the angel food in a 
10” tube pan in the roaster-oven (pre- 


heated to 350°) for about I hour. Bake 


potatoes on rack with meat loaf. Fifteen 
minutes before meat is done, remove po- 
tatoes; scoop out pulp; mash; season; refill 
shells; return to oven to brown.

Irregular due to lack of bulk? Take

It seems to me that sometimes the good Lord 
holds Himself back from helping us too soon 
or too often because He doesn’t want us to 
turn to Him for the solution to every problem. 
I think He looks at us.and says to Himself, 
“Well, now, the answer to her problem is 
right there in front of her. How much better 
if she can find it all on her own than if I 
point it out to her.” 

I didn’t understand this all at once, of 
course. It was a gradual revelation, and at 
first sparked by a girl named Jean Thoney 
who had been in a wheel chair for almost 20 
years with multiple sclerosis. Each year, each 
month,.she wasted away a bit more, but she 
had an unquenchable spirit. She had found 
the tools God had given her. We entered into 
correspondence and | found myself looking 
forward each week to her letters. 
~ Jean was 20 when the disease struck her, 
in October, 1937. Twenty years old! What 
a magic age for most girls, on the threshold 
of life. For Jean it was the threshold of death. 


- She was living in her home town, Marquette, 


Mich., and working in a bakery. Here’s what 
happened, in her own words. 


Terror in a Cemetery 


“Usually the first multiple-sclerosis symp- 
toms are in the eyes, double vision and such, 
but with me the tips of my fingers got numb. 
| complained about it for a week and the fam- 
ily thought it was because | worked with 
cellophane at the bakery. 

“Then, on a Monday morning, my feet 
were both asleep, you know that prickly 
sensation, and | kept banging them against 
the bakery counter to try and wake them up. 
During the next few days the prickly sensa- 
tion began to climb up my legs and by the end 
of the week it would race up to my knees. 
Whenever that happened I'd just fall down. 

“Friday | staggered to work. I was cranky, 
hadn't slept well. At the end of work I 
wrapped up my dirty uniforms and set out for 
home, taking a short-cut through the ceme- 
tery. There was a hill, but I thought I could 
make it. 

“The prickles were half-way up to my 
knees when I entered the cemetery and I hur- 
ried, staggeringly, desperate to make the hill 
and be free of the dead. I had gone about a 
hundred yards when I felt my knees begin to 
give way. | grasped a tombstone and slumped 
against it. It was marble and cold as death 
itse€ ans i$ sent a shiver through me . . . but 
| could not let go. I didn’t want to spend the 


gave me strength 


night in the cemetery alone and I was half 
bawling, half laughing at myself and saying 
over and over, “This is ridiculous . . . this is 
ridiculous.’ 

“Fear can do wonderful things, I guess. I 
managed to pull myself erect, stiffen my legs, 
and teeter on out of that cemetery. I fell sev- 
eral times on the way home, but I got home. 

“Before the week was oyt I was on my way, 
on a stretcher, to the University Hospital in 
Ann Arbor, Michigan.” 

When Jean arrived, her disease was diag- 
nosed as multiple sclerosis. This meant that 
she was doomed to a long, slow, declining 
invalidism while her muscles wasted away. 


Tears — and Good Advice 


And how did Jean*react to all this? Like 
any 20-year-old caught in helplessness and 
terror; she wept for hours on end, she became 
resentful and full of self-pity. She was so 
uncooperative with the medical staff that the 
doctors sent for her mother, who made the 
500-mile trip to see her. 

Jean’s description of her mother’s visit re- 
veals a good deal about that. remarkable 
woman. 

“Most mothers, | should imagine, would 
walk into a room, see their child in such a 
terrible condition, and burst into tears. But 
there were no tears for my Mom. 

“ "We've got to have a little talk,’ she said. 
“They've diagnosed your case and you're go- 
ing to be here for a long time. Everyone here 
wants to help you. H you're nice to them, 
they'll be nice to you and everyone's life will 
be a lot easier. | don't want any more bad 
reports about you, about your not eating and 
not cooperating. This isn’t the end of the 
world for you, it’s just a little detour.’ 

“Funny thing, but at that moment I was 
proud of my Mom. I began doing what I was 
supposed to and started my new life. As it 
turned out, my upper extremities were not 
affected much. I've never had garbled speech, 
never been blind; my sense of smell and taste 
have never gone. My hands have been para- 
lyzed three times but they've come back, 
though the feeling in them is not too good. 
The dgctors were able to stop the fast rush of 
paralysis and prevent my limbs from becom- 
ing deformed, but there’s been permanent 
damage to the bowels, bladder and lungs. 

“Each year | am a bit more incapacitated 
than the year before, but live in the hope that 
science will soon find something to help me. 
In the meantime | live in a wheel chair and 
with a family that fortunately has a fine 
philosophy of life.

“When I finally came home they treated 
me as they always had, making light of the 
fact that I looked like a mechanical man with 
a corset for a back, hip-length braces and 
crutches. God had things for me yet to learn 
and perhaps even things for me to do.” 

All that happened 20 years ago. Today 
Jean is no longer a young girl in a wheel 
chair, but a middle-aged woman in a wheel 
chair. She is home alone much of the time — 
when she could feel sorry for herself, if that 
were her nature. But listen to excervts from 
her letters: 

“I am, my dear Lillian, sitting on top of the 
world, and I mean that literally. Callouses, 
you know. And what a place to have them! 
So the doctor taped airfoam pads over the 
callouses. I'm sitting on an airfoam pillow

plus a rubber ring. Bouncy, to say the least. 
Anyway, I feel swell .. . 

“I just happen to enjoy life, even from a 
wheel chair, and if it’s God's will that I be in 
one, the least I can do is to meet it the best 
way I know how. And after all, I have so 
much to be thankful for —- a wonderful fam- 
ily and friends like you . . . 

“Deep down I know I have no chance for 
recovery. Each year | lose a little ground. But 
then, don’t we all? I just remember your ad- 
vice to pray to God and keep smiling . . .” 

There's a portrait of Jean Thoney in her 
own words. Her letters are very precious to 
me. She says that I have helped her. It is the 
opposite. 

I feel shy before her strength, goodness 
and beauty. e

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A question I keep getting in various forms from young 
teens, over and over, is summed up by J.T., Detroit: 
“I am desperately in love with a boy. He once was in 
love with me but we broke.up. What can I do to catch 
him again?” . 

Frankly, older teens — to whom | turn on many 
of the practical problems the younger ones send in — 
aren't terribly hopeful about rekindling a dead flame. 
But their advice is worth something nonetheless. 

Joan Tarrant, 18, talked the matter over with 
friends in Arlington, Va. She says, “The question of 
how to ‘re*catch’ a boy started some violent debates. 
The boys were mad at the idea they'd been ‘caught’ in 
the first place. Even the girls muttered about that. 
But we finally agreed on these suggestions: 

“If you dropped the boy, chances are he'll keep after 
you for a while. If so, encourage him. Go out with him 
when he asks you and gradually get back in the old 
swing.

“If he doesn't keep trying, you may have to help 
him along. Be at the right place at the right time.

“On the other hand, if the boy dropped you, never, 
never moon over him, write him notes or suggest you 
can’t live without him. Do be seen with other boys 
and do try to enjoy yourself.

“If the break seems beyond repair,” adds Candy 
Johnson, “chalk it up to experience. Each mistake you 
make will — or should — help you avoid making it 
again.” 

So accept the loss and learn from it. Stop mourn- 
ing. Stop trying to revive it. Cold romances, like cold 
oatmeal, aren’t very good warmed up.

NLY TWO MONTHS after breaking into the Cardinal lineup as a 
regular, Curt Flood has established himself as a “Rookie of the 
Year” candidate. The Redbird center fielder, who hadn't even 

seen a major league game until he performed in one (as a pinch runner 
for Cincinnati two years ago), has earned the consideration with his 
fine allround play. He can hit, he can run, he can field, and he has 
an instinct for making the right play. 

Young Flood—he is only 20 years old—is looked on by many fans 
as the best Cardinal center fielder since Terry Moore roamed the out- 
field with finesse from the mid-1930s to the late ‘40s. Moore himself 
—now a dinal coach—says he has never seen a major leaguer at 
Curt’s age do so many things so well. Manager Fred Hutchinson rates 
him the second-best man at his position in the National League; the 
Giants’ Willie Mays still is No. 1. 

For most of his brief career as a regular, Flood has ranked among 
the league's top hitters. After last weekend he was batting 314. He 
tries to model imself after several players, rather than any one. He 
marvels at Stan Musial'’s ability to wait out a pitch until the last split 
second = bay committing himself. He also admires Ted Williams, Roy 
Campanella (now recovering from auto accident injuries) and retired 
Jackie Robinson. By coincidence he wears Robinson's old number, 42, 
and he hopes to wear it as long as the former Brooklyn Dodger. 

Signed b Cincinnati after finishing high school gt Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, Flood an his professional career in 1956 in the Class B Caro- 
lina League, where he hit .340, had 29 homers and batted in 128 runs. 
Last year in the Class A Sally League, he finished with a .299 average, 
14 homers and 82 RBIs. He e a member of the Cardinal organi- 
zation last December, along with his roommate, Joe Taylor, in a trade 
for Pitcher Willard Schmidt and two minor league hurlers. 

Flood is taking his enthusiastic acceptance modestly. Should he be- 
come “Rookie of the Year”—which he as extremely remote— 
he would be the first Cardinal receiving the honor since Bill Virdon 
(now with Pittsburgh) made it in 1955. The Cards’ Wally Moon won 
the title in 1954. 

The Cardinal rookie’s life revolves around baseball. Between 
games he occasionally listens to progressive jazz on a portable record 

layer or runs off candid shots of his teammates and their families on 
movie projector, but these are time-killing indulgences until he is 
ready to go to Busch Stadium.

Field trips are taken on the 75 acres compris- 
ing the grounds of the garden, and are sup- 
plemented by classroom work. There is no 
charge for the course, which is given two 
hours in the morning and two in the afternoon 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays; children may 
enroll in any one or all four areas of study. 
Volunteers from the St. Louis Audubon Society 
conduct the class on bird study; garden staff 
members conduct the others. 

Dr. Hugh Cutler, executive director of the 
garden, says the purpose of the work is two- 
fold: To widen a child's knowledge of bird and 
plant life, and do it in an interesting manner; 
and to stimulate interest in nature so the child, 
when grown, will preserve and protect nat- 
ural resources. The courses also could encour- 
age children with scientific aptitude to consider 
a scientific career, Cutler says. 

The summer work is made possible by a 
grant from the Pitzman Charitable and Edu- 
cational Trust, which was established by the 
late Fred Pitzman, St. Louis civil engineer and 
business man who died in 195].
